Speaker Cole’s anti merger bill, 
without amendment of any importance, 
was passed in the last hours of the 
Legislature and signed by Governor 
Guild. 

Although nobody outside of the Gen- 
eral Court, and, apparently, but few in 
it. understands what the bill means, 
the general impression is that it is 4 
good thing, inasmuch as it cuts off the 
power of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company trom 
swallowing the Boston and Maine, and 
clips the wings of President Mellen’s 
ambition to become another railroad 
magnate and wrecker. 

Some say there was a great deal of 
politics in the measure, and, mebby, 
there was. If 80, Speaker Cole, who 
aspires to the next nomination, after 
this year, for Lieutenant Governor, 
won a decided victory over the Guild 
party. 

However, the Boston and Maine is 
still a New England road, with Presi- 
dent Tuttle at the head, and is likely to 
remaio so for years to come.

The great and general court of Mas 
sachusetts bas finished its work aud 
been prorogued until the first Tuesday 
th Jnnuary of 1908, 

Before it wound up its business for 
the year both branches enacted the 
anti merger bi to prohibit the consoll- 
dation of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad with the Boston 
and Maine, and until the next legisia 
ture meets no action tending toward 
such a combination will be legal under 
this statute 

The merger issue has been the cen 
tral tople for discussion for some lit 
tle time. Governor Guild took the 
stand that if this consolidation was to 
be brought about, It should be done tn 
such a way as not to Jeopardize the 
interests of the citizens of the common 
wealth, and, in a message to the legis 
lature, he recommended that steps be 
taken to protect the state. 

Henry M. Whitney, one of the Dem 
ocratic Candidates for the gubernatorial 
nomination, has declared himself pub 
licly as strongly in favor of this mer 
ger, On the other hand, 
Charles W. Bartlett, another Demo 
eratic candidate for the nomination 
has taken the ground that such a con 
solidation would be injurious to the tn 
terests of the commonwealth and ought 
pot to be permitted.

To look at things from a new angle, 
to obtain a new point of view is always 
helpful.

Extent of This Precious but Limited

This Is the text of a ten word mes 
sage which I reeeived the other night 
from a friend in an Ohio city. He had 
started for Chicago before the tele 
gram was received by me, and while I 
wanted immensely to meet him at the 
station Instead of making the least ef 
fort to do so 1 took it out in swearing 

In sending a telegram announcing an 
arrival the name of the road and the 
train number are the two absolute es 
sentinls, It will be a help to the recip 
fent of the message in most 
the time of the arrival of the train be 
given also. Frequently, as between the 
two stations involved in such a mes 
sage, a difference of one hour in stand 
ard time otherwise might confuse, Dut 
as between the number of the train 
and the numerals tn the hour of ar 
rival the telegrapher has a chance of 
error, and in writing the message 
these two sets of numerals should be 
separated by the name of the read 
Taking the ten word message as the 
standard of length, then, any person 
going anywhere from any station on 
any railroad may use the one set form 
of telegraphic announcement of ar 
rival: 

Arrive No. 5, Lake Shore, 
Monday morning 

Ordinarily no possible further Infor 
mation is In the grentest 
railway center in America. The tra 
number is unchangeable on its own 
system. Any railway employee any 
where will identify the train In a mo 
ment. If the recipient of the telegram 
wishes to know whether the train ts 
on time before he starts to the station, 
he can learn in a moment over the tel 
ephone by asking about No. 5, 
the query he will have the readier re 
sponse for the reason that his inform- 
ant will be grateful for the inquirer’s 
succinct knowledge of train operations,

The history of Israel tn the wilder- 
ness on their way to the promised land, 
While literally true, is also typleal of 
the life of the believer from the day of 
his redemption till he enters Into the 
rest and joy and fullness which are his 
in Christ This all bellevers 
tight quiekly, but as a rule 
many slow to enter In, and some 
hever do, Read LT Cor, x, 6, 11, and 
context and Heb, iff, 12, to iv, 11, and 
give the Spirit's testhnony 
concerning Israels misconduct and to 
His warnings to us not to fall Into the 
same sins, In poetry Canaan ts often 
taken to represent heaven and Jordan 
death, but this is not the teaching of 
Scripture, us there are no foes to over 
come nor tighting to be done tn heay- 
en. The Passover plainly teaches re- 
demption by the blood of the Lamb; 
the overthrow of Pharaoh's hosts tn 
the Red sea suggests our complete sep- 
‘ration from the world, the world cru- 
elfied to us and we to it (Gal. vi, 14), 
while Jordan, with Its memorial heap 
in the bed of the river and another on 
the Cannan side, speaks of death to 
self, crucified, buried and risen with 
Christ (Gal, HW, 20; Rom, vi, 6-11; Col, 
Ml, 1-4), 

Last week's lesson was all victory 
and praise, but the first unpleasant 
thing, the waters of Marah, set them 
all murmuring. Ilow Hike them we 
are, See how by a tree the waters 
fre made sweet, and consider how the 
lost ax was recovered by a plece of a 
tree also (IL Kings vi, 6). The lost re. 
stored and the bitter made pleasant by 
a tree—what can It mean but Himself, 
the tree of Hfe of Eden and Revela- 
tion, the green tree of Luke xxill, 81? 
Obedience to Him = brings health to 
body and soul and gives us Elim in- 
stead of Marah (Ex, xv, 23-27). 

How short lived was their peace! 
Just a few days farther on their jour- 
ney and again they murmur because 
there Is nothing to eat (xvi, 2). Did 
our Lord have this ta mind when He 
sald; “Take vo anxious thought for 
your life, what ye shall eat or what ye 
shall drink (Matt, vi, 25). “Seek not 
ye what ye shall eat or what ye shall 
drink. Live not in careful suspense. 
* * * Your lather knoweth that ye 
have need of these things’ (Luke xl, 
29, 30, margin). No doubt, for it was 
He who suid to Moses, “I will rain 
bread from heaven for you" (verse 4), 
who afterward said of Himself, “I am 
the Living Bread which came down 
from heaven” Glohn vi, 51) 

He gave them flesh also, for in the 
evening the quails came up and coy- 
ered the camp, and in the morning 
When the dew was gone the ground 
was covered with manna, which they 
rathered, some more, some less, every 
man according to his eating (verses 
12-18). This brend from heaven with 
which Ife fed them, so suggestive of 
Iifmself, the True Bread, had to be 
gathered every day, the portion of a 
day in Ils day (verse 4, margin). In 
connection with this last phrase see 
Il Kings xxv, 80; Jer, IM, 84, margin, 
and be sure that the same Lord ts ap- 
pointing your portion of all things 
needful every day, and He would have 
you without fall gather your portion 
from Hils Word every day, for “man 
doth not Ive by bread alone. but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of the Lord doth man Hye" 
(Deut. vill, 8; Matt. tv, 4). Tle would 
have us eat IIis Word with rejoicing 
and esteem It more than our datly 
food (Jer, xv, 16; Job xxill, 12). 

We must also accept all the events 
of life as His best portion for us and 
hever murmur, for all our murmurings 
fire not against people or elreum- 
stances, but against God Himeelf, and 
He hears every murmur (verses 8-12),

At One Time the Law Was Severe on 
Those Who Owed Money. 

In nearly every country until 
paratively recent times debtors 
been subject to Imprisonment 
the panie of 1825 101,000 
debt were Issued tn Mngland. 
7,000) persons were sent to 
prisons for debt, and on Jan 
1,700 persons were held for 
England and Wales, 1,000 in Treland 
and Jess than 100 In Seotland. From 
time to time modifications In the laws 
governing the imprisonment of debtors 
have been made, so that fewer debtors 
fre imprisoned for this crime each 
year. 

In 1820 there were 8,000 debtors In 
prison in Massachusetts, 10,000 in New 
York, 7,000 in Pennsylvania, ©,000 fn 
Maryland and a like proportion in oth 
er states, Many of these persons were

THE SPEAKER’S MACE. 


Origin of the Emblem of Authority 
Used In Congress. 

At the right of the speaker's desk 
in the hall of the house of represent- 
atives in the capitol at Washington 
Btands a large cylindrical pedestal 
made of highly polished green marble. 

When the house is called to order 
each day, the sergeant at arms or one 
of his deputies places upon the pedes- 
tal the mace, which Is the symbol of 
Authority In the house. When the body 
adjourns he removes It and keeps it In 


|} safety until the house meets again, 


This mace is of very ancient and 
honorable origin. Under the old Ro 
man republic the magistrates passed 
on foot from one place to another ad- 
ministering justice, trying public of- 
fenders and imposing penalties, 

Each of these magistrates was at- 
tended by a small body of men known 
as lictors, whose duty it was to make 
way for the officers of the law, pre- 
serve order, make arrests and Infliiet 
punishment on condemned citizens, 

Each of these Hetors carried with 
him a bunch of rods tied together 
with thongs and having an ax bound 
to the outside of It. The thongs were 
used for scourging and the ax for 
beheading, Sentences linposed by the 
magistrates were at once carried out. 
Those bundles of rods were known as 
fasces. When the Romans conquered 
Britain the use of the fasces as a sym- 
bol was brought with them, and many 
other Roman customs remained with 
the British people, 

While it was no longer used for tn- 
flicting punishment, it continued to be 
used as a symbol by the early Mnglish 
magistrates, and when an officer ap- 
peared carrying the fasces his au- 
thority was immediately accepted by 
all It was, in effect, his badge of 
office. 

The English form of the fasces was 
slightly changed In that the ax was 
placed inside of the bundle of rods, 
with the blade protruding from the 
top. 

The great councils of the early 
Saxons gradually developed into one 
general body, which in the fourteenth 
century became known as the house 
of commons, In all these earlier coun- 
ells the use of the fasces was con- 
tinued, but it then came to be known 


as the mace, which has remained as 


| the emblem of legislative authority fn 


that body down to the present day. 

The house of representatives of the 
United States was modeled closely 
after the house of commons by the 
framers of our. constitution, and the 
usage of the mace was borrowed from 
the English custom. 

The first mace adopted by the house 
was destroyed by fire when the Brit- 
ish burned the capitol in 1814. From 
1814 until 1842 a mace of painted wood 
did service, but in the latter year the 
present mace was made after the model 
the original one.—Cleyeland Plain 
Dealer.

Tobacco Smoke Poisonous. 
It is often said that tobacco 
js a powerful germicide, The com 
position of tobacco sinoke is complex, 
the principal constituents being oils of 
a tarry nature. Nicotine itself is a 
strong germicide, but the quantity of 
this poison in tobacco smoke is minute. 
The oily matter which accumulates in 
a tobacco pipe is highly poisonous, but 
does not contain any appreciable quan- 
tity of nicotine, the chief constituent 
of this residue being a very 
oil known as pyridine, ‘Tobacco smoke 
contiuins a decided quantity of car 
bon monoxide, which is a preservative 
and which must germicidal 
properties One of the prineipal con- 
stituents accounting for the germicidal 
properties of tobacco smoke ts the pow- 
erful antiseptic formaldehyde.—New 
York Herald,

Rev. Dr. Daniel March, Pastor Emeri- 
tus of the First Congregational church 
of Woburn, should he live to see that 
date—and if the prayers of his hosts 
of friends prevail, he will not only live 
to see it, but many more birthday anni- 
versaries—will be 91 years old, having 
been born on July 21, 1816. It was 
proposed by the church people and 
others that the event be specially 
observed, and the Doctor publicly 
honored; but he objected to such a 
course, as everybody might have known 
he would, for he is a modest man, 
opposed to ‘‘fuss and feathers” under 
all circumstances; and plans for a 
somewhat elaborate birthday celebra- 
tion for him was abandoned. The 
Doctor, however, consented to preach 
in the forenoon of the day, with which, 
it is needless to say, everybody was 
pleased. A sermon by Dr. March on 
his 91st birthday anniversary, in the 
pulpit he has so long occupied with 
honor to himself and profit to his 
people, will be a notable event, worthy 
of w large and conspicuous page in the 
ehurch history.

American ships which receive no con-

or several years strenuous efforts 
have been made by patriotic citizens in 
the east to furnish a stimulus for our 
Amertean capital to embark in the 
Shipping business over-seas, but thus 
fur all these efforts have been fruit- 
less. Congress has been importuned 
to pass laws for a system of ship sub- 
sidy that wonld once more build up 
American shipping between the Atlan- 
tie seaboard and Europe, as well as 
South America, and several times this 
effort has seemed ready to bear fruit, 
but in the end such legislation has 
been defeated, aud our merchants and 
manufacturers are still dependent upon 
foreign steamship lines almost entirely 
for marketing their goods abroad. 


Subsidy Bill Killed In Senate 

In the last congress an effort 
mide to subsidize several steamship 
lines to South American and other 
ports, in order that our manufacturers 
night not be dependant upon foreign 
lines to carry their goods to the markets 
of Iurope. ‘This measure passed the 
house by a good majority, having the 
support of a number of Democrats, but 
In the senate It was defeated at the 
ciose of the by fillbustering

Since congress adjourned one of the 
first fruits of the parsimony of congress 
has become apparent in the abandon- 
ment of the American Oceanic line to 
Australasia, This line furnished the 
swiftest and most etticient service en- 
tering the South seas, and at the same 
time it was the worst paid, under the 
niggardly system adopted by this 
country 50 years ago and continued to- 
day The Oceanic company ran three 
steamers of 6000 tons burden from 
San Franelseco to Auckland and Syd- 
hey, a distance of 7210 miles, and under 
the law of 1891 received $16,650 a voy- 
age The German nation subsidizes 
the North German Lloyd line to the 
amount of $41,604 a voyage for steam- 
ers that are required to make only 18% 
knots; Trance pays $47,814 a voyage 
for a 1d-knot service to the same port. 

The American ships were compelled 
to make 15 knots an hour. Their own- 
ers asked congress to Increase their 
compensation to $26,000 a voyage so 
that they might be at least on even 
terms with their European competitors. 
The senate granted this request. The 
louse by # majority of 19 refused it, 
although the company had given notice 
that a refusal would strike the death

THE DRUG STORE. 
Its Evolution From the Apothecaries of 
the Colonies. 

During the seventeenth century the 
druggist came to America and closely 
followed English precedents, modify- 
ing them, however, by the practice of 
the Indians, with whom he came In 
contact. Quack apothecaries began to 
spring up In the new land, and tn 1636 
the colony of Virginia passed a law 
which among other things regulated 
the prices and fees of the druggist. 
At this time it was fashionable for 
the druggists to practice surgery in ad- 
dition to pharmacy, and the Virginia 
colony contained a large number of 
people who were proficient in both pro- 
fessions. In Massachusetts the bus!- 
ness was largely in the hands of 
Indians, schoolmasters, old women and 
teachers. ‘The Salem witchcraft de- 
lusion retarded the spread of the drug- 
gist for some time In the Bay State, 
for the popular impression fastened on 
the apothecaries a suspicion that they 
sold the potions that were supposed to 
produce the spells. Among those who 
suffered persecution at this time 
mixers of medicine appear to have 
been prominent. 

The drug shop had not yet become a 
distinct Institution. It was usually a 
branch of the grocery or spice busi- 
ness. In 1647 one Giles Forman of 
Boston, had, however, firmly estab- 
lHshed himself as devoting special at- 
tention to pharmacy. In 1648 the first 
distinctive drug store in America was 
opened in Boston by William Davles. 
—Lippincott’s.

Grown 
In a different atmosphere, the English 
apple would shrivel in a day; here, 
helped by the mofsture from the gulf 
stream, It ripens within the thlinest 
of jackets and Is as much superior to 
the foreign or colonial apple as a peach 
Is superior to a parsnip.—St. James’ 
Gazette,

fect as fog. Only animals which find 
thelr way by scent can get about in It 
with any certainty. Birds are entirely 
confused by !t. Tame pigeons remain 
ull day motionless and half asleep, 
huddled up, either In or just outside 
thelr pigeon houses. Chickens remain 
motionless for hours during heavy fogs, 
No bird sings or utters a call, perhaps 
because ft fears to betray Its where- 
abouts to an unseen foe.

Btruggles of the Pilgrim Children With 


One of the “R's,”

to exercise all the parts of vulgar arith 
inetick,” 

Wingate’s Arithmetic and Hodder’s 
Arithmetic were succeeded by Pike's 
Arithinetic, This had 363 rules to be 
committed to memory, and not an ex 
planation was given of one of them, 
It is the most barren schoolbook 1 
have ever read, These printed arith 
metics were not In common use. Near 
ly all teachers had manuseript “sum 
books,” from which the scholars copied 
page after page of “sums,” too often 
Without any explanation of the proc 
oss, though there were also many and 
long rules, which helped the penman- 
ship if they did not the mathematics. 
—Exchange. 

BARBED WIRE. 
A Lucky Device That Brought Milllons 
to Its Inventor. 

“The lucklest Invention In history,” 
sald a patent official, “was that of 
barbed wire, It came about by accel: 
dent, 

“Isane TL. Ellwood was the inventor 
of barbed wire. In his youth he lived 
in De Kalb, Ill, and, having a neighbor 
whose pigs trespassed on his garden, 
he put up one day a wire fence of his 
own make, This fence had barbs and 
points on It.

I have been some years 
struggling with a wretched being, with 
all that contempt and Indigence bring 
with it, with all those strong passions 
which make contempt Insupportable 
What, then, has a jafl that Is forimida- 
ble?” 

Such was the hopelessness, the deep 
despair of this imprudent but amiable 
author who has added to the delight of 
millions and to the glory of English 
literature.

Text of the Lesson, Ex. xx, 12-17. 
Memory Verses, 12-17—Golden Text, 
Lev. xix, 18—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

The lesson today covers what is 

known as the second table of the law, 


or our duty to our fellow tan, sum- 
med up in the Golden Text, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,’ 


which our Saviour quoted to the law- 
yer in Matt. xxil, 39, and which ts also 
viven In Rom, xiil, 9, as © summary of 
the same, and In the next verse we 
are told that “love is the fulfilling of 
the law.” Let us remember, as in the 
fast lesson, that God gave no laws to 
Israel until He had shown them Is 
love and power by redeeming them 
from Egypt. The message which we 
are to carry is that of John fil, 16, and 
when people see the love of God to 
them, really see and belleve it, they 
will want to love and please Him 
The Spirit will claim Tis own prop 
erty and tmpress upon such hearts 
that, ike Daniel's friends, they can 
not bow down to any but the true 
God (Dan. tl, 17, 18). We shall by 
the Spirit of God In us lve out the 
life of the lesson today, which our 
Lord Himself has explained to us tn 
Matt. vo as referring to the Inward 
parts where the Lord desires truth 
(Ps. Hl, 6) Next to God come our 
earthly parents to be honored and 
obeyed. See Jer, xxxv, 18, 10; Eph. vi. 
2; Prov. I, 8, and contrast Bx, xxt, 16; 
Prov. xxx, 17; Deut. xxi, 18, 21. 

In Matt. x, 87, we learn that to love 
father and mother more than the Lord 
is not right. In Matt. vy, 21, 22, with 
I John iii, 15, we are taught that 
hatred is murder in the sight of God, 
and in Cain and Herodias we see how 
hatred or an inward grudge led to 
murder, The Saviour's teaching con- 
cerning the seventh commandment ts 
that a lustful look is guilt in that re- 
spect (Matt. v, 28), and with it we 
might put “The thought of foolishness 
{s sin.’ With the eighth command. 
ment remember Eph. tv, 28; I Thess. 
iv, 6, and consider that it is possible 
even to rob God (Mal. til, 8). If we 
render to God less than a seventh of 
our time and a tenth of our income 
we are robbing God, and there are oth- 
er ways. As to the next, if there is the 
love that thinketh no evil there will 
never be false witness bearing (1 Cor. 
xiii, 5). In Zech. vil, 10; vill, 17, we are 
forbidden to imagine evil in our hearts 
against a brother or a neighbor. In 
Ps, lil, 4, 5, see what God says of n de- 
ceitful tongue, On covetousness see 
Hab. il, 0; Luke xil, 15; Col. tl, 5. 

The young man of Luke xvyiil, 21, 
thought that he had kept all these. 
Paul also thought that he bad done 
well In reference to the righteousness 
of the law, but this tenth command- 
ment opened his eyes (Phil. til, 6; Rom. 
vil. 7, 11). In Jas, ff, 10, we read that 
“whosoever shall keep the whole law 
and yet offend in one point he is guilty 
of all,” and in view of the light thrown 
upon these commands by our Lord 
Himself there is no one in his right 
mind who would dare to think that he 


had kept the law and possessed the 
righteousness that God requires. If 
we are not righteous, we are un- 
righteous, and “the “unrighteous 


shall not Inherit the kingdom of God" 
I Cor. yi, 9, but Christ was made 
sin for us that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him, and He 
Is the end of the law for righteousness 
to every ove that believeth (II. Cor. vy, 


21; Rom. x, 4). Concerning all who 
truly receive Him it is written, “Of 
Him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 


God 1s made unto us wisdom and right- 
eousness and sanctification and re- 
demption, that, according as it is writ- 
ten, Ile that glorieth let him glory in 
the Lord” (1 Cor, 4, 80, 31). 

The Lord Jesus, God manifest in the 
flesh, Is the only man who ever per- 
fectly kept the law of God. Tle could 
truly say, “I delight to do Thy will, O 
my God; yea, Thy law {is within my 
heart” (I's. xl, 8; Heb. x, 7, 10). Let us 
understand more fully our lesson story. 
The people standing afar off (verses 18, 
21), because of the thunderings and 
Hghtnings and the trumpet and the 
smoking mountain, heard the voice of 
God and were fraid and begged that 
God might not speak to them except 
through Moses, yet they promised to 
do all that God had sald (xix, 8; xxiv, 
7). We shall see in next week's lesson 
how they did It, They did not know 
that the natural man, the carnal mind, 
is not subject to the law of God and 
never can be; neither did they seem to 
know that the natural man remains 
even In the redeemed, but must be 
reckoned dead that the new life may 
have the right of way (tom. vi, 11). 
Gal, il, 20, Is a great verse to be re- 
ceived and Ived out in this connection; 
also Il Cor, iv, 10, 11, 

In connection with this lesson It 
feeIns necessary to glance onward to 
chapter xxly, the end of this section, 
Where Moses goes up into the mount 
with God and remains forty days and 
forty nights, receiving the Ten Com- 
Inandments written with the finger of 
God on two tables of stone which also 


Pere the work of God (x, xxxil, 15, 
1u) Not even the elders nor Aaron 
was allowed to go up to God tn the 


mount, but Moses alone drew near to 
the thick darkness where God was (xx, 
21; xxiv, 12, 18, 15, 18). Joshua went 
with him farther than the rest (xxly, 
18), but how far we are not told, yet 
we know that he remained with or 
near Moses till his return (xxxil, 17), as 
fn next lesson

LEATHER BOUND BOOKS. 


A Little Vaseline Improves and Pre- 
serves the Binding. 

An official of the Congressional H- 
brary was talking with a friend who 
recently bad purchased a handsome set 
of leather bound volumes nnd said; 

“You had better examine those vol 
umes carefully to see if the leather 
needs feeding. If It Is new stock they 
will be all right let alone for several 
years, but If they have been on the 
khelves for some time the leather will 
have lost most of Its natural ofl and 
become brittle. This applies especially 
to books kept In private houses, which 
are as a rule much hotter than the book 
stacks of a large library. There Is 
nothing more attractive than a fresh, 
well preserved jeather binding on a 
volume and searcely anything less so 
than a dilapidated, cracked one. 

“You can add years to the Ife of a 
leather binding and a hundred per cent 
to its appearance by rubbing In a little 
vaseline with a piece of raw cotton— 
not too much, just as much as the 
leather will thoroughly absorb. Where 
the binding bends is where it is most 
{ikely to crack. ‘The leather will not 
be greasy, as the vasellne will be ab- 
sorbed. One treatment every year or 
two Is sutHclent unless the books are 
anduly exposed to heat.”—Washington 
Star.

THE DREAD OF RABIES. 


Dut of All Proportion to the Fre- 
quency of the Disease. 

Few accidents are more terrifying to 
the sufferer than to be bitten by a dog 
supposed to be mad, and there are few 
tonditions in which prompt and Intell 
gent action on the part of the bystand- 
ers Is more desirable. 

Although nearly all warm blooded 
animals are susceptible to rables, it is 
most commonly seen in dogs, There 
are two forms—the “furious” and the 
“dumb.” In the furious type after a 
period of melancholy or depression the 
nuimal becomes restless and irritable, 
with a tendency to run away and snap | 
at everything in sight, finally becoming | 
subdued and sullen and dying of | 
parmysis and exhaustion, In dumb 
rabies the stage of Irritability is ab- 
sent. The dog prowls about in a list- 
less way, with his head down and lower 
jaw dropped. At the same time there 
is difficulty in swallowing 

It is often impossible to tell from a 
dog's actions whether it is rabid or not. 
But if instead of killing the animal as 
quickly as possible, as is often unwise 
ly done, the owner captures {it and 
keeps it for a few days under lock and 
key the question answers itself. A 
rabid dog always dies in from four to 
elght days, so that if the animal re- 
covers the bitten persons may be sure 
that they are not going to develop hy- 
drophobia. 

In any suspicious case the wound 
should immediately be squeezed under 
hot water and if deep be incised freely, 
so that cauterization with either a hot 
iron or with strong nitric acid (not with 


lunar caustic) may be thoroughly done. | 
be | 
kept under observation, or if already | 


At the same time the dog should 
killed the head and neck should be 
packed in lee and preserved for med- 
ical examination. 

Even if it seems certain that the ant- 
mal was rabid the patient should not 
despair, for it is estimated that only 15 
per cent of those bitten by rabid ani- 


mals actually deyelop the disease, and 


if the Pasteur preyentlye inoculations | 


are promptly begun recovery is almost 
certain, 

The popular dread of rables ts out of 
all proportion to the relative frequency 
of the disease, and the length to which 
it may go Is shown by the instances in 
which people have developed and even 
died of false hydrophobia, a nervous 
condition due to fright and simulating 
to some extent the real malady. — 
Youth's Companion.

The season for trout fishing in Massa-

| chusetts closes on August 1, instead of 


September lt. The season for the entire 
State is from April 15 to Aug. 1. 

The season for killing gray squirrels 
hereafter will be from October 1 to De- 
cember 1, instead of October 1 to March 
1, as heretofore. 

The killing of all gulls and eagles, and 
of loons on fresh water is prohibited. 

Birds classed as ‘birds of prey,” the 
killing of which is permitted, include 
only the following, viz.: Sharp-shinned 
hawka, Cooper's hawks, goshawks, red- 
tailed hawks, red-shouldered hawks, 
duck hawks, pigeon hawks; barred owls, 
great-horned owls, and snowy owls. 

The killing of deer is only permissible 
by the owner or occupant on cultivated 
Jand when the deer are destroying crops 
or fruit trees, and then only with a 
shotgun. 

Non-resident hunters, unless assessed 
on real estate in Massachusetts valued 
at $500 or more, must procure from the 
fish and game commissioners a license 
to hunt, costing $10,

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DOGFISH CUTLET. 
Said to Be as Good as the Best Lob- 
ster Ever Eaten. 

Dogfish ought to be good to eat, as it 
Is well known that they feed on soles, 
plaice and flounders, The naturalist 
bailing from the north Kent marshes 
with whom 1 collaborated in’ various 
books sald that in his boyhood they 
were much used by the fishing folk and 
that they were excellent eating, a mid- 
dle cutlet being considered by many 
to be as good as the best lobster ever 
eaten. As a boy he never tired of hear- 
ing the fishermen's yarns about how 
the grent savage creatures snapped 
and fought when they were captured. 
Lying in the bottom of the boats, they 
lashed about and bit at the men and 
at each other. The larger ones would 
fix on the men’s sea boots as they 
moved about or hang on to their oil- 
skin fishing coats like bulldogs. <A 
bite from one was no joke. 

Dogfish abounded at certain seasons 
{in some parts of the fishing grounds; 
other parts they avoided. Sometimes 
the men would go out only to catch 
dogfish just to reduce their numbers a 
little. They caught great numbers of 
them and sold them somewhere farther 
down the const, keeping back just a 
few for themselves and their neigh 
bors. You could get a monster for a 
couple of shillings. 

Couch, the naturalist, says he has 
known 20,000 of the picked dogtish to 
be taken at one cast of the seine, Rob- 
ert Chalmers quoted as follows from 
the “journal” of Spalding, the town 
clerk of Aberdeen; “1642. From the 
beginning of this year up to June there 
was a searcity of whitefish along the 
east coast to the hurt and hunger of 
the poor and beggaring of the fisher- 
men, It was reported that when the 
fishers had laid their lines and taken 
fishes abundantly there came one 
beast called the seadog to the lines and 
ate and destroyed the haill bodies and 
left nothing on the lines but the heads. 
The like scarcity of fishes to continue 
so long has scarcely been seen in Scot- 
land, while all other meats were also 
very dear.”—Pall Mall Gazette. 


This French Fighter Was Gallant as 
Well as Courageous. 

The Marquis de |'Angle-Beaumanoir 
was in his younger days famous us a 
duelist.. One evening, meeting his cous- 
in, the Marquis du Hallays, In the 
foyer of the Opera, he walked up to 
him and in the course of conversation 
remarked:

THE HERCULES BEETLE. 


Thie South Ameriean Giant Is the Big- 
gest Bug In the World. 

To the Hercules beetle, a giant among 

Insects, which is found in certain por- 


lions of Central and South Amesica as 


well as In the island of Dominica, one 


of the British West Indies, belongs the 
distinction of being the biggest bug in 


the world. In appearance this creature 
is anything but prepossessing and 
looks as if it belonged with pink 
funakes, purple spiders and other crea- 
tures of the imagination 

It Is a common trait of tourists and 
travelers to make little of anything 


seen in foreign lands, especially in the 


little West Indian tslands, and to de 
clare that similar things of vastly 
greater size or better quality occur in 
“God's country.” When they run 
across the Hercules beetle, however, 
they are obliged to acknowledge them- 


selves beaten, 


Although so formidable In appear 
ance, this insect Is perfectly barmless 
It lives In the heavy forests and feeds 
on the sweetish sap or gum of native 
trees. The larva, or grub, Is about 
four Inches long and as thick as a 
man’s thumb and looks Iike a huge 
white maggot. It Is considered a dell 
eacy by the native negroes and caribs, 
who ronat it in hot ashes and say that 
it tastes like roasted nuts, 

Clumsy in appearance, the Hercules 
beetle possesses great powers of filght, 
and in the outlying villages it Is not 
uncommon for one of these huge crea 
tures to enter the native houses, being 
attracted thereto by the lights. The in- 
variable result 1s a prompt extinguish- 
ing of the candle by the wind created 
by the beetle’s buzzing wings, accom- 
panied by screams from the inmates 
of the house, who Imagine a jumble, or 
evil spirt, has invaded their dwelling. 

A popular belief among the natives 
is that the Hercules beetle saws off 
limbs of trees by grasping them be- 
tween the two hornifke appendages 
and flying round and round. This Is a 
manifest Impossibility, as the insect 
has but little power in the horns, and, 
moreover, the upper one fs lined with 
a soft, velvety hair, which would be 
rubbed off at once by any friction, 


TABLECLOTHS. 


The “Doublers” and the “Bubbles” of 
Olden Times. 

In the twelfth century the table- 
cloths were very large and were al- 
ways laid on the table double. For a 
long time they were called “doublers” 
for that reason. The cloth was first 
placed so as to touch the floor on the 
side of the table at which the guests 
sat. Then all the cloth that remained 
was folded so that it just covered the 
table. 

Charles V. had aixty-seven table 
cloths which were from fifteen to 
twenty yards long and two yards wide, 
He had one cloth which was thirty 
two yards long, and that had the arms 
of France embroidered on it in silk. 
All of these were fringed. 

In the sixteenth century “doublers,” 
or double cloths, were replaced by two 
tablecloths, one of which was small 
and was Inid just as we lay ours to- 
day. 

The other, which was put on over It, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
linen, It wag skillfully folded in such 
a way that, as a book of that time 
says, “it resembled a winding river, 
gently ruffled by a little breeze, for 
among very many litte folds were 
here and there great bubbles.” 

It must have required much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars, 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
{in the midst of this undulating sea 
and among those “bubbles” and puffy 
folds. 

However, the fashion had only a 
short existence, as is apt to be the case 
with unpractical fashions, and toward 
the latter part of the century a single 
cloth, laid flat and touching the floor 
on all sides of the table, came into gen- 
eral use,

An old 
Scotch legend mukes the crown to con- 
sist of thistle blades, while in the folk- 
lore of England the climbing rose is 
said to have been the plant selected by 
the persecutors.

THE FREEZING PROCESS. 


Why Itt te That Ice at Times will 
Crack or Burst. 

Ice never bursts from freezing. As 
toon as the liquid of which It is com- 
posed is frozen solid expansion ceases. 
Dhe cracking or bursting of ice ts 
brought about in this way: When wa 
ter is subjected to extreme cold ce 
crystals will gradually form on its sur- 
face until the same are covered with a 
thin coat of what appears to be wet 
snow. From this outer coating of Ice 
trystals all subsequent freezing goes 
downward, the ice thickening acecord- 
ing to the degree of cold. The water 
which Is being converted Into ice now 
begins to expand, creating a pressure 
upon the unfrozen water below, This 
pressure is both downward and out- 
ward, and in case the water under ob 
servation Is In a vessel the sides and 
bottom of the receptacle supply the re- 
Ristonce 

As the freezing process continues the 
pressure upon the confined water and 
air in the interior of the bulk increases 
until something ylelds. If the vessel 
be stronger than the fee stratum that 
lias formed over the surface the layer 
of ice will be bent upward at the cen- 
ter, that being the weakest point, on 
account of the fact that the outer 
edges of the congealed mass are frozen 
fast to the sides of the vessel in which 
the experiment is being made, In this 
condition the center of the ice contin- 
nes to rise or bulge until it bursts 
from the resistance of the water below. 
Could the vessel be tapped from below 
and the water drawn off no amount of 
freezing would be sufficient to crack 
or bulge the Ice layer on the surface. 


THE “GWEED NEEBORS.” 


A Belief In Fairies Still Exists In Parts 
of Scotland. 

There still lingers a widespread be- 
lief In the north of Scotland that the 
“fair folk,” or “gweed neebors,” as 
the fairles are called, still live in the 
hills, and during the first days of con 
valescence a mother must Le zealous 
ly guarded lest one of the “wee people” 
come and rob the child of its nourish- 
ment, Sometimes they succeed in car- 
ryving off the mother, Here is one of 
the superstitious legends: 

A north country fisher had a fine 
child. One evening a beggar woman 
eutered the hut and went up to the 
cradle to gaze into the eyes of the 
babe. From that time good health left 
it, and a strange look came Into Its 
face, and the mother was troubled. An 
old man begging for food passed that 
way. When he caught sight of the 
child he cried:

Thereupon he set to work to recall 
the fisher’s bairn, A peat fire was 
heaped high on the hearth and a black 
hen held over it at such a distance that 
It was singed and not killed.

Longest Year on Record. 

The year B.C. 46, by order of Julius 
Caesar, the then reigning Roman em- 
peror, contained 445 days. To clear 
away all the confusion which had pre- 
viously existed In reconciling the lunar 
with the solar year, Caesar, with the 
help of Sosigenes, an Alexandrian as- 
tronomer, undertook a thorough reform 
of the calendar, He effected It by 
making the year now called 46 B. GF 
“the year of confusion,” consist of 445 
days and the succeeding years of 365 
days, with the exception of every 
fourth year, which was to consist of 
866. This method ts called the Julian 
calendar, 

The number of days in the months 
from January to December before 
Caesar's time had been respectively 29, 
28, 31, 20, 31, 20, 31, 20, 20, 81, 29, 20: 
These numbers Caesar changed to 31 
and 30 alternately, with the exception 
of February, which was to have 29 in 
ordinary years and 380 In leap years. 
In honor of himself he changed to 
July the name of the month that fol- 
lowed June. The pontiffs in applying 
the Julian calendar went wrong by in- 
serting leap year every three years in- 
stead of every four years, and this 
continued till the year now called 8 
B. C., when the Emperor Augustus 
ordained there should be no leap year 
for twelve years, which made leap 
year occur in 4 A. D, At the same 
time Augustus gave his own name to 
the month following July, adding one 
day to ft, which he took away from 
February, 


Character In the Eyebrows. 

An arched eyebrow does not indicate 
the highest order of intelligence, but 
is expressive of great sensibility. 
Scant growth of the eyebrows denotes 
lack of vitality. On the contrary, 
heayy, thick eyebrows indicate a 
strong constitution and great physical 
endurance.

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Chapters xxv to xxxi, inclusive, tell 
of the fostructions whieh God gave to 
Moses In the mount concerning the 
tabernacle, the priesthood and the wor 
ship of God, but as the completion and 
trection of the tabernacle will be our 
lesson next week we will leave the de- 
tails of ft till then, but would ask at 
tention to the reason why It was build- 


ed—"“Let them make me a sanetuary 
that I may dwell among them” (xxv, 
8). Both the tabernacle and the temple 


to which it gave place are wonderful 
types of the Lord Jesus, In whom God 
dwelt or tabernacled among men Glohn 
{, 14, Rh. Vo, but more wonderful still 
is the great truth that the same God Is 
willing and desires to Ive in us that 
people may Know Him (olin xiv, 25), 

The people who had promised to do 
all that God had said could not walk 
by faith six weeks, but gather to Aaron, 
saying, “Up, make us gods which shall 
go before us!" And this in the face of 
the first and second comimands, which 
definitely forbade any such thing 
Then they say, “As for this Moses, the 
man that brought us up out of the land 
of Egypt, we wot not what 
of him,” although they bad seen him 
and Joshua go up into the mount and 
had heard him say unto the elders, 
“Tarry ye here for us until we come 
again to you" (xxiv, 14). If the people 
had not heard these words, Aaron and 
the elders lad, so there was no excuse 
for Aaron, What about the people of 
God now who have no expectation of 
the return of Christ, even though the 
heavenly messengers said, “This same 
Jesus shall in ike manner” 
(Acts 1, 11), and who even dare to ques 
tion His teaching, for if Ile was not a 
safe teacher He certainly could not be 
a Saviour, 

What can be said of Aaron, Moses’ 
special representative, the man to 
whom the people were to go in Moses’ 
absence (xxiv, 4), making a golden calf 
and encouraging the people to worship 
it as their god, leading the people to 
forget God their Saviour and changing 
their glory into the similitude of an ox 
that euteth grass (Ps. evi, 10-21). How 
much greater the guilt of those leaders

of today who persistently, defiantly, 
blasphemously, profess to be God's 
representatives and yet turn people 


away from Him to thelr own wisdom, 
honoring themselves instead of God 
and even denying the Lord Jesus 
Christ (Jude 4; II Pet. il, 1). 

If we had not been forewarned that 
these things would be, we might be 
sadly perplexed, but our blessed Lord, 
knowing all the things that would 
come, is not discouraged and has as- 
sured us that the wisdom and power of 
hell shall not prevail against His 
church or His Israel or His kingdom, 
three distinet companies of the re- 
deemed (Isa, xlil, 4; Matt. xvi, 18). The 
Lord and notes all things from 
heaven, His dwelling place, and hears 
all the cries of sin and wrongdoing 
(Gen, ly, 10; xvill, 20, 21; Ex. fil, 7, 8), 
and, while He hates sin, He loves the 
sinner and bears with much from His 
own redeemed for the sake of 
Iiim who intercedes for us at His right 
hand (Rom, vill, 34; Heb. vil, 25).

As Moses and Joshua came 
from the mount Moses, when he 
what was going on, threw down the ta- 
bles and broke them, thus showing the 
people by this symbolle act what they 
had been doing. He also ground the 
ealf to powder, scattered it on the wa- 
ter and made the people drink it. “The 
backslider in heart shall be filled with 
his own ways” (verses 15-20; Prov, xlv, 
14). In verses 21-25 Aaron seeks to put 
the sin upon the people, but in verse 35 
he Is identified with them fn It. He to 
whom all things are naked and open 
reads the heart, Judges correctly and 
will punish or chasten accordingly 
(Heb, fy, 18; Jer, xvill, 9, 10), Moses’ 
question, “Who is on the Lord's side?’ 
drew forth the tribe of Lev!, who rose 
against the idolaters and, regardless of 
earthly relationship, slew 3,000 men 
(26-29), Moses speaks very strongly of 
this In Deut. xxxill, 9, reminding us of 
what It means to be wholly on the 
Lord's side (Matt. x, 87-39), 

In verses 30-34 we see Moses again 
before God on behalf of the people, of 
fering to suffer in their stead If neces 
sary. Tow much greater {s our prophet 
and priest, who actually did dle for us, 
being forsaken by the Father because 
of our sins being upon Him

Soaps made with potash (soft 
or black soaps) contain too much al- 
kall, so that when they are used to 
wash the skin the natural oll is so} 
effectually removed as to leave the | 
skin dry and harsh and altogether “too | 
tight,” as commonly expressed, for Its 
owner.

The crescent symbol of the Moham 
medans has nothing to do with thelr 
peculiar religious opinions and = cere 
wonies, It was not originally a symbol 
of the followers of Mohammed at all, 
but was first used by the Byzantines 
Thousands of coins have been found 
in all parts of Turkey which date back 
to the time when Constantinople was 
known as Bysantium, and on each of 
these the symbol of the crescent ap 
pears, proving conclusively that it 


| was In use as an emblem among the | 


people of that region long before By 
zantinm was overthrown and its name 
changed to Constantinople. The story 
of the origin of the crescent symbol ts 
as follows: When Philip of Macedonia 
besieged Byzantium he had planned to 


storm the city on a certain cloudy | 


night, but before his arrangements 
were completed the moon shone out 
and discovered his approach to the be 
sleged citizens, who accordingly march 
ed out and repulsed his forces, some 
thing which would have been iimposst 
ble in the darkness, After that event 
all Byzantine coins bore the symbol of 


the crescent moon, which was always | 


alluded to as the “savior of Byzan 
tlum.” 

After many years the hordes under 
Mohammed IT, captured Constantino 


ple. At that time the crescent was | 


used everywhere and upon everything 
Suspecting that there must be magical 
power In the emblem, the Mohamme 


dans approprinted {ft and have since | 


used it as their only symbolic decora 
tion.

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NOT GUILTY. 


The famous criminal case of the 
State of Idaho against William D. 
Haywood, Secretary of the Western 
Federation of Miners, for participation 
in the murder of Governor Frauk 
Steunenberg at Boise in Dec. 1905, 
ended last Sunday in a verdict of Not 
Guilty by the jury. The trial lasted 
nearly three months, and the jury were 
out 21 hours. 

Even after the strong charge for the 
defense by Fremont Wood, the presid- 
ing Judge, the verdict was a great sur- 
prise to the prosecuting officers and all 
who bad kept run of the testimony. 

Governor Gooding announced that 
Moyer and Pettibone, who were indicted 
with Haywood for complicity in the 
murder of Stunenberg by Henry 
Orchard, would be brought to trial and 
vigorously prosecuted.

Jartlett Preparing to Test Sen- 


timent of Democracy 


CAMPAIGN BECOMING WARM 


There Is No Discord Between Sen- 


ators Lodge and Crane, Nor Has 


There Been 


The campaign on the Democratic 
side will begin in dead earnest in Au- 
gust, so far as General Bartlett or 
Henry M, Whitney are concerned, 

It has been an active campaign for a 
month at least on the part of Mr, Whit- 
ney, and the Bartlett forces have been 
laying out the campaign for two ot 
three weeks, but have not been nearly 
80 energetic as the men behind 
Whitney movement. 


When General Bartlett makes a tour 


of the state, which he is already doing, 
he will get a very definite idea of the 
way in Which his candidacy Is received 
by the Democrats of the common. 
wealth, 

Meanwhile there are other elements 
Hable to enter into the campaign. lor 
miner Congressman John R. Thayer of 
Worcester ix being groomed by his 
friends for the nomination, and James 
B. Carroll of Springfleld is a hopeful 
candidate, although, so far as one can 
see, they are fully as liable to weaken 
General Bartlett as they are to injure 
the candidacy of Mr. Whitney, 

It Is well known that Congressman 
Thayer is not very much of a Whitney 
than, Tle was one of those who depre 
eated last year the nomination of Whit- 
ney and urged Governor Douglas of 
Brockton to come jnto the field against 
him, It was this move which forced 
Whitney out of the fight and resulted 
In the nomination of John B. Moran. 


Thayer Is Against Whitney 

Mr. Thayer does not regard Mr, Whit- 
ney as a proper mun to be elected gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, or to receive 
the Democratic nomination for that 
high office, He has said so repeatedly 
and he believes, as do many others, 
that the nomination of the Brookline 
min would put the party immediately 
upon the defensive and result in a disas- 
trous defeat. It is said that he fs of 
the opiuion that the nomination of a 
Democrat against whom no charges 
could be brought and who stands well 
with his party would ,be ratified by 
the people by his election at the polls. 
He believes Mr. Whitney, if nomi- 
nated, is predestined to defeat. 

Mr. Thayer is not unxious for the 
nomination. His friends say his only 
interest Is that the Democratic party 
should not make a false move. Mr. 
Thayer would undoubtedly be perfectly 
satistied with the nomination of Gen- 
eral Bartlett or that of ex-Governor 
Douglas of Brockton. 

However, it is votes which tell the 
story at the caucuses, and the man who 
secures the largest number of dele- 
gites to the Democratic state conven- 
tion will be the man to lead the party 
{fn November. 

It is well known that Governor Doug- 
las himself is enthusiastically in favor 
of the nominacion of General Bartlett. 
He believes he Is a man thoroughly 
well fitted for the position; that having 
received it once and making « good run, 
he should have an opportunity to make 
another try at it, and that his prospects 
of election would be much better than 
when he ran two yeurs ago. 

It ls equally well known that Govy- 
ernor Douglas has vo use for Henry 
M, Whitney. He does not regard bim 
as entitled to the nomination or even 
worthy of It. He ts behind Bartlett 
morally sud thancially for that reason. 
It wilk be remembered that two years 
ftgo he made a heavy contribution to 
Bartlett's campaigu fund, but there is 
no record that he contributed one 
penny to the election of Mr. Whitney 
for lieutenant governor,

The celebration of the 175th anniver- 
sary of the erection of the present Bur- 
lington Meotinghouse, in connection with 
the observance of “Old Home Week,” 
passed off in the most satisfactory 
manner last Sunday.

GUM ARABIC. 
The Two Classes, Amberlike and 
Bleached, and Their Uses. 

Gitm arabic, which forms one of the 
more fimportant minor exports of 
Egypt, is really the sap from a special 
kind of tree which grows from three 
to tive vards in height, whole forests of 
which are found In the Kordofan prov- 


ince nnd also near Gedid, In the White 
Nile province The natives are free 
to collect the gum. The season during 
which the trees yield their sap runs 


from December to May. Prior to gath- 
ering the erop the natives prepare the 
trees by slightly cutting the bark in 
numerous places, The sap then ex- 
udes, solidifies In the shape of large 
and small lumps and ts afterward gath 
by hand, such gathering being 
done before the rainy season com- 
mences, 

There are two matin classes of gum 
amberlike and bleached. In the latter 
the gum is merely exposed to the 
strong action of the sun—generally in 
Omdurman—while in the former tn- 
stance it is allowed to retain Its nat- 
ural amber color, The confectionery 
trade ts perhaps the principal purchas- 
er of gum arabic, though a very large 
number of other Industries-—chemical 
works, printing and dyeing mills, let- 
ter press printers and so on—are inter- 
ested In this product of Sudan,—-Chica- 
go News,

mechanism of each clock Is s0 con 
structed that it only moves when the 
clock is perfectly perpendicular it fol- 
lows that when the upright clock ft 
going the depressed clock is at rest, 

Another and more moderf’ varlety 
has the two clocks fixed on the same 
level, but with «a small brass arm 
reaching from the toy of one to the top 
of the other, This arm acts on a pivot 
and can be brought down into actual 
contact with one clock at a time by a 
touch of the finger. When it is thus fn 
contact by an ingenious device the 
clock is stopped and the desired result 
is attained. The working of the clock 
during a match ts simplicity itself. At 
the commencement of the match the 
hands of each clock point to 12. Then 
at the call of “time to commence play” 
the clock of the first player is started; 
then as soon as he makes his first 
move he stops his own clock either by 
depressing it or by touching the arm 
referred to, the same motion starting 
his opponent's clock. So it goes on 
during the entire course of the gare, 
each move being marked by the stop-

The Check Letter Test 
States Currency. 
The United States government prints 
{ts currency and numbers tts bills in a 
Series of four, so that every piece of 
paper tnoney turned out bears one of 
the check letters—A, B, C, D. One of 
these letters Is always found in two 
places on a United States bill, In the 
upper left hand corner and in the low 
er right hand corner. The placing of 
the letter on the bill is not determined 
by the number of the bill, The rule Is 
to divide the last two figures on the 
note by four. Should the remainder be 
the check letter must be A; should 
it be two, the check letter Is B; three 
the check letter is C, and nothing, the 
letter LD)

Tor example, I have before me a 
five doliar certificate, Its number is 
SHSOTSO, The terminal number is 80 
Divide by four. The result ts seven 


with two over. The check letter Is B 

Here ts un yellow back gold certificate 
with twenty-three as {ts terminal num 
ber, Divide this by four, and we have 
five with three C ts the check 
letter, 

Should this rule of four fail to work 
on any United States currency note 
you inay bet all you have that the 
money is bad. Some counterfelted bills 
fre right to their check letters, but a 
great many are not if the rule of 
four works. The bill may be etill bad, 
but if it doesn’t it is surely bad. This 
rule applies only to United States cur 
rency and not to nathonal bank notes. 
—Minneapolis Journal

Perpetual Motion Cranks. 

fn the days of the Mayflower the 
first perpetual motion inventors took 
out thelr patents for “Kngines which 
belng put In order will cause and main- 
teyne their own mocions with continu- 
ance and without any borrowed force 
of man, horse, wind, river or brooke,” 
and in the last century they have ap- 
plied for about 600 patents which are 
based chiefly on the force of gravity, 
loss of equilibrium, specific gravity of 
floats and weights Immersed in water 
or other liquid, aecession of receptacles 
inflated with air or gas under water, 
compression and subsequent expansion 
of gases and of the surface tension of 
liquids So sanguinely hopeful are 
these Ingenious designers that in many 
cases they provide brakes to stop their 
machines if necessary or to prevent 
any dangerous increase of speed. The 
care and thought expended on the prin- 
ciple and detail of many of the Inven- 
tions demonstrate that many men of 
mental ability cling to the idea that 
perpetual motion is possible and that 
they themselves are successfully solv- 
ing the problem.

The Sun, the Moon and the Tides. 

Most persons suppose that the moon 
alone ts responsible for the phenome. 
non of tides, but the attraction of the 
sun is also an important factor, Of 
course the distance of the sun from the 
earth is unthinkably greater than that 
of the moon, but its mass is so enor- 
mous that it has a considerable tide pro 
ducing Influence. The force which the 
sun exerts is the same on both sides of 
the earth at the same time, the tide 
producing force of the great orb being 
about four-tenths that of the moon. At 
the tlme of both new and full moons 
the “wane spheroids produced by both 
the sun and the moon have their axes 
coincident’—that Is to say, the two 
great orbs unite their energies on the 
fluids of our planet, and as a result the 
tides are higher than the average for 
the remaining portions of the month 
These are the “spring tides." The 
“neap tides’ come in the time of the 
moon's first and third quarter and are 
not as grent as the average, because 
the moon and the sun are each working 
in opposition to the other.

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POSTOFFICE SITE SETTLED 

The following Washington, D. C., 
dispatch appeared in the Boston Globe 
last Wednesday morning : 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Winthrop today selected as the site for 
anew postoffice building at Woburn 
that at the northwest corner of Abbot 
and Federal atreet 131 by 135 feet, 
The owner is Mrs. Harriet C. Blake, 
who bas offered to sell to the United 
States for $10,000. ‘Twelve thousand 
dollars was appropriated by Congress 
for a site at Woburn. The site chosen 
was recently recommended, by Special 
Agent W. F. Field of the Supervising 
Architect's office, alter a prolonged 
controversy. 

There has been no controversy what- 
ever over the selection of a site for the 
Federal building in this city. Several 
owners put in bids accompanied by 
descriptions of premises for the lots, 
and when Special Agent W. F. Field 
came on to inspect the proposed sites, 
every opportunity for judging of their 
comparative merits, and to determine 
whether the offers and property would 
fall within the conditions of the P. O. 
Dept. were afforded him by prominent 
citizens, who were especially careful to 
refrain from expressing opinions as to 
their relative merits. 

While our business men manifested 
acommendable interest in the matter, 
it must be allowed that to Mr. A. W. 
Whitcher’s and Mr. Charles F. Rem- 
ington’s activity was due its favorable 
termination. They worked hard, but 
not in the interest of auy one of the 
several bidders.

' THE CAMEO. ‘ 


Ite Name From the Cutting, 
Not From the Stone. 

The true nature of a cameo is very 
much misunderstood by the public gen- 
erally. Most people think it is the stone 
itself, when in reality the method of 
cutting Is what produces the cameo, 
The real meaning of the word Js un- 
known, ita derivation having never 
been discovered; but, correctly speak- 
ing, cameos are small sculptures ekxe- 
cuted in low reflef on some substance 
precious either for its beauty, rarity or 
hardness, 

There are emerald cameos, turquoise 
cameos, shell cameos, coral cameos. 
Indeed, any substance that lends Itself 
to carving in such minute detail can 
be used for cameo cutting, and nearly 
all ywecious stones, except diamonds, 
have been so used for intaglios, but 
never for cameos. Emerald is the most 
common precious stone from which 
cameos have been made, and there are 
some very fine emerald portrait cam- 
eos In existence, notably those of 
Queen Elizabeth in the British muse- 
um, Shell cameos were first made tn 
the fifteenth century, 

Banded onyx is generally used for

ANIMAL TRAITS. 
Reminders In the Foal and the Calf of 
Their Wild Ancestors, 

It is an futeresting study to note In 
domestic animals the traits of thelr 
wild ancestors, There are some char 
acteristics, of course, Which are readily 
recognizable as belng similar to those 
of untinals still In a wild state, aud 
for this reason they give a falr idea of 
the life and surroundings of progent- 
tors. The habits of the dog and cat 
are too familiar to comment on, but 
take the foal and compare his traits 

with those of the calf. 

The foal when a few days old can 
gallop as fast as he ever can In after 
life. Ile never leaves the dam and 
takes nourishment {fn small quantities, 
avoiding a full meal, which would {m- 
pede swift escape, In lying down no 
attempt is made at concealment, and 
when he stands his head {s beld high. 
These habits show that the animal's 
ancestors spent thelr lives In the open 
and not in the forests and that they 
were great travelers, 

The calf, on the contrary, fills him- 
self with milk and Is a poor traveler. 
When danger approaches his first im 
pulse fs to conceal himself. He holds 
his head low {in order to look under 
the branches of the forest. All his 
characteristics point to the fact that 
the ancestral home of cattle was In a 
moist, wooded country, while the 
primeval horse roamed the plains.— 
London Chronicle.

Where Hat Straw Comes From. 

In Italy to raise straw employed tn 
making hats the wheat Is sown as 
thickly as possible in order that the 
growth of the plant may be {mpover 
ished as well as to produce a thin 
stalk having toward the end from the 
last knot the lightest and longest 
straw. The wheat blooms at the be- 
ginning of June and ts pulled up by 
the roots by hand when the grain is 
half developed, If allowed to remain 
in the ground a longer time the straw 
would become brittle. About five doz- 
en uprooted branches the size of the 
compass of two hands are firmly tled 
together into little sheaves and stowed 
away in barns. Then the straw Is 
again spread out to catch the heavy 
Bulmer dews and to bleach in the sun. 
After additional bleaching the straw 
is put {nto small bundles and classified, 
Finally it is cut close above the first 
joint from the top and again tied up 
in small bundles containing about six 
ty stalks each and delivered to women 
fn almost every private dwelling of 
the poorer cliusses.

This book of Leviticus is sald to con 
tuln more of the very the 
Lord than any other of the sixty-six, 
and yet It Is perhaps one of the most 
neglected, It begins “And the Lord 
called unto Moses and spake unto him 
out of the tabernacle of the congrega 
tion,” and it ends “These are the com- 
mandmentsa which the Lord command 
ed Moses for the children of Israel In 
Mount Sinal.”’ 

The great essentials are to know the 
Lord, to hear His volee, to live unto 
Him and to walk before Him, This 
we can do only iu and through Jesus 
Christ, who is the only way to God 
and through whom alone we can know 
God (John xiv, 6, 1-18) The great 
truth tu Exodus ts that God came to 
dwell in the midst of the people whom 
He had redeemed, and this is repeated 
in Leviticus also, “I will set My tab 
ernacle among you, * * * and - will 
walk «mong you and will be your 
God, and ye shall be My people” (Ley, 
xxvi, 11, 12), but the great truth in this 
book seems to be the holy life that the 
people should live because of God he- 
{ng in their midst and how they should 
draw near to such a holy God 

The burnt offering (chapter 1) pie- 
tures Him wholly given to God in de- 
voted self sacrifice, The meat or meal 
offertug (chapter It) pletures Tis per- 
fect sinless life as a man, The peace 
offering (chapter fll) represents Him as 
bringing us pence from God, having 
made peace for us, The sin and tres 
pass offering (chapters ty, 1, to vi, 7) 
typifies [fim as made sin for us and 
bearing our sins In His own body on 
the tree, The rest of chapter vi and 
chapter vil gives further laws concern- 
ing euch of these offerIngs. Truth Is 
set forth elther as from God's standard 
down to our need or as meeting us In 
our need and leading us up to God, 

As Israel needed a priesthood to offer 
sacrifice for them and draw near to 
God on thelr bebalf, so we find tn 
Jesus Christ not only the sacrifice for 
our sins, but also our ever living High 
Priest before God for us, Chapter vill 
tells of the consecration of Aaron and 
his sons, {imperfect types of our great 
priest, und we have again the seven- 
fold “as the Lord commanded Moses" 
(verses 4, 9, 13, 17, 21, 20, 86), Indicat 
fug his perfect obedience, In chapter 
{x we have the whole congregation 
drawing near with their sacrifices and 
standing before the Lord while Aaron 
offered the sin offerings and the burnt 
offerings for himself and for all the 
people (verses 1-7) and placed the prop- 
er parts on the altar before the Lord.

THEATRICAL TEMPESTS. 


fhe Way a Rainstorm Is Produced 
on the § 


in a hundred stops to consider how a 
rainstorm is produced on the stage. 
Few perhaps have ever given the sub 
ject any serious thought. 

During the coming up of the storm 
there Is seen vast clouds of dust, the 
wind blows a gale, and suddenly the 
rain comes down in torrents. It is an 
effect so natural that one almost im 
agihes the elements are genuinely on 
the warpath. Yet, though the rain is 
real water, not a person is actually 
drenched, because the water comes 
down at the very front of the stage, 


while the players are well back and, 


not at all exposed to its moisture. 

It night be thought that to produce a 
storm mnany Intricate bits of machinery 
would be necessary, yet such is not the 
case, for the simplest devices produce 
the effect desired. These are some gus 
pipes punctured by myriads of holes, 
through which the water runs from 
small barrels, each about half full, at 
elther end. The sound of the wind is 
made by a revolving barrel which 
touches a heavy plece of canvas In its} 
rounds, The thunder effect Is caused 
by the artistic manner In which a man 
beats a bass drum, and the gusts of 
dust are blown across the stage by an 
electric fan, The dashes of lightning 
come from an electric battery connect 
ed by wires which when placed tn con 
tact throw out the dazzling flashes. A | 
metal plate, which had been specially 
prepared by first being heated to white 
heat and then seratched by a knife, is 
placed In a calcium Hght maehine and 
gives the effect of lightning in the dis 
tance.—New York Mail.

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THE MAYOR SUSTAINED. 


Ata meeting of the City Council 
last Monday evening the veto of Mayor 
Blodgett of the order for the transfer 
of the $1450 received for the Charles 
street school to the School Board for 
repairs of buildings, which veto may 
be found in another column of this 
paper, was sustained. Eleven members 
of the Council were present, and Ald 
Ward, Porter and Wood voting favor- 


ably, the veto was upheld by a 
majority of two. 
The order for the transfer of the 


money to the School Board had been 
previously adopted by the Council 
unanimously, and some surprise was 
expressed at their action last Monday 
evening. But there was really no 
occasion for it, for in taking action on 
a veto changes in the original vote 
almost always take place. 

Whether the order should have been 
passed by tne Council; or, having been 
passed, the Mayor should have vetoed 
it; is wholly a matter of private opinion, 
the right or wrong of which cannot be 
definitely settled. The final verdict of 
the Council is all the criterion the 
public have of judging of the merits of 

jthe case. : 
The Mayor advances arguments in 
support of his contention which are 
plausible, to say the least, and furnish 
additional proof of his desire to do the 
very best thing for the city’s interest. 

At anyrate, there is vothing in the 
stand he has taken in this matter out 
of which his political critics can 
possibly make capital.

Many Political Fairy Tales 


WHITNEY HAS |THE MACHINE 


Bartlett Represents the Opposition 


Sentiment--The Indications Point 


Strongly to Whitney's Nomination 


The summer season has developed 
more political fakes this year than in 
any previous year in the recollection 
of the oldest politician, Washington 
writers seem to be more prolitic of this 
class of literature than those of any 
other section, though a good many of 
the fakes having Washington date- 
lines in the Bostou newspapers bear 
stroug outward evidences of having 
been manufacture! here on the spot 
rather than at the national capital, 

One of the latest of these fishy stories 
appearing in a Boston paper under a 
Washington date line pictures Post 
master General George von L. Meyer 
in the role of dictating appointments In 
the state and planning to inaugurate 
a Wild West eampaign for election to 
the United States senate from Massa- 
chusetts. The story sought to convey 
the impragsion that there was bitter 
feeling between Mr, Meyer and the 
present senators, and especially Sena 
tor Lodge. 

Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Ever since he started In politics 
Mr. Meyer has bad the staunch sepport 
and assistance of the senior senator and 
but for his aid Mr. Meyer might never 
have had an opportunity to achieve a 
career so broad and notable. 

Far from there being any misunder 
standing or disagreement between 
Senator Lodge and Postmaster 
eral Meyer, there is a complete under 
standing and the warmest friéndship. 
Both men are admirers of President 
Roosevelt and his firm sapporters tp 
all his administrative policies. 

It is safe, during this summer sea 
son, When actual news appears to be 
Wanting, to take not only with a grain 
but with a handful of salt the political 
stories appearing in some of the Bos 
ton newspapers once known as rellabli 
and conservative, but now become the 
leaders of the sensational press,

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The Mayor's Veto. 


i August 6, 1907, 
To the City Council, Woburn, Mass. 

Gentlemen:—I return herewith with- 
out my approval order No. 69 being an 
appropriation for repairs to old High 
School house. My objections to this 
order follow, 
It does not a erer to comply with the 


requirements of the Charter: 
s the School Board has already 
started on these repairs and aa I am 


informed are prepared to spend one 
thousand dollars of their regular appro 
priation for this purpose it would appear 
that this extra sum is not actually 
needed. 

Even if it were necessary to repair the 


old High School at this time the work 
now contemplated, is In my opinion 
wasteful and unwise, The Superinten- 
dent of Schools has explained to me 
that the dimensions of the rooms were 
not of the proper size for grammar 
grades, and felt that they should be 
changed. This point he emphasized in 
his Annual Report stating that the 


building was not suitably planned for a 
graded school, and suggested that it be 
remodelled as well as renovated: to 
merely repair some of the rooms on 
present lines, putting down new floors, 
painting, and a new boiler, doing nothing 
regarding a ventilating system, simply 
gives the same unsuitable rooms; cer- 
tainly remodelling should precede reno- 
vating. In communication with re- 
sponsible heads of the State Board I 
find contrary to the impression of the 
School Board that no authorized assur- 
ance could have been granted that this 


building will be further allowed for 
school purposes without a ventilating 
system, and as it has been forced into 


practically all our other schools, it is 
natural to assume that it will be insisted 
on here; in which case, the floors and 
walls which they purpuse now to reno- 
vate will have to be cut and any new 
boiler purchased simply for heating in 
the present system would be, at least, 
50 per cent too small to serve for a heat- 
ing and ventilating system. I am of the 


opinion that we should not do any 
work on this building until we know 
just what the requirements will be, 


and then the brick building should be 
thoroughly overhauled and made good 
for a generation as it readily can be. 
As I bave publicly stated and in many 
conferences with the School Board 
emphasized that I am strongly of the 
belief that practically all of the surplus 
scholars for which provisions must be 
made can be amply provided for in our 
new High Sobool building without injury 
to either class, but to tife great ad 
vantage of the younger scholars. A few 
years since we were accommodating 330 
High School scholars in the old building 
designed for but 250, now, we havea 
new building which will accommodate 
without crowding 500, meanwhile, our 
High School attendance has fallen to 
about 259 scholars last year; with an 
increase of accommodation of 250 and a 
decrease of attendance of .80, I cannot 
believe that there is not large available 
vacant space in the new High School 
building which can be economically 
used, it is conceded that at least three 
regular class rooms, are available; and 
as janitor rervice, and heating is practi- 
cally the same whether the building is 
full, or only partially so; I believe it 
should be used to its largest capacity. 


Thousands of dollars have been spent 
simply for the purpose of beautifying 
this building and grounds that I feel 
that every possible student should 
receive its benefits, rather than forced 
to occupy an. old building, which thé 
School Board has #o repeatedly con- 


demned because of its general untitness. 

I regret that this matter is delayed to 
80 near the opening of our schools and, 
in order that the reason for this may be 
understood, I quote from a letter to the 
School Board, dated July 13: 

“May I add that although this matter 
of school accomodations, involving the 
yOKsibDIe use of the new High School 
yuilding for other grades, has been 
placed before your Board several times 
in the last six months, it was only at 
this last meeting that I received a 
definite statement that you propose to 
let this surplus space lie idle, and plan 
to use the old High School building for 
grammar grades,” 

In closing 1 can do no better than 
quote from the published remarks of 
the Chairman of the School Hoard at 
the Dedicatory Exercises, in hia pledge 
to “Use these halls to the fullest degree 
possible in providing for the education 
of our youth,” a sentiment with which 
I fully coincide. I do not believe the 
way to accomplish this is to leave its 
capacities about one-half idle and go to 
the expense of renovating and maintain- 
ing another building which at the best 
would not compare with the equipment 
here,

The practice is supposed to have 
farisen from the scarcity of clergy. If 
the pair decided to part at the end of 
the twelvemonth, the bride was at lib 
erty to marry another man, her ap 
prenticeship to matrimony not carry- 
Ing with It any reproach to her. Such 
marriages were by custom made legal. 
Any issue resulting from the union 
would tn the case of a second marriage 
be taken by the father and rank as 
helr after the children of the marriage 
which lasted for life. 

Many weddings were unmade at the 
end of the year, out it was dangerous 
if the initiative were taken by the 
man who had wedded the kinswoman 
of a chief. When a Macdonald of 
Sleat availed himself of his right to 
send back the sister of an Macleod of 
Dungaven, the latter resented It as an 
indignity.

On Feb. 23, 1838, Lord Maidstone 
ealled the attention of the house to a 
speech delivered by O'Connell at a 


political dinner in London in which he 
asserted that the Tory election com- 
mittee of the day—or the committees 
appointed by the house to try election 
petitions, a practice which has since 
been abolished—had stooped to “foul 
perjury” in order that their friends 
might retain their seats. A vote of 
censure on O'Connell, which was 
moved by Lord Maldstone, was car- 
ried by a majority of nine. 

A few days later a curious scene was 
witnessed in the house. O'Connell had 
to stand up in his place in the crowded 
chamber while the speaker, James 
Abercromby, solemnly reproyved him 
for “the false and seandalous imputa- 
tion” he had cast upon “the honor and 
conduct of members of the house. It 
now only remains,” said the speaker in 
conclusion, “that in obedience to the 
commands of this house I should repri- 
mand you, as I now accordingly do.” 

The reprimand, however, wade no im- 
pression upon O'Connell, “I have re- 
pented of nothing, I have retracted 
nothing,” said he in the course of a 
speech he delivered when the speaker 
resumed his seat, and he concluded by 
moving a committee before which to 
prove his charges. He subsequently 
deseribed the house of commons-—in a 
speech delivered outside—as “six bun- 
dred ruthuns.”

Galalith Is So Strong You Conld Build 
a House With It, 

You could build a house of milk if 
you liked, and it would be as strong 
and lasting as though made of Aber- 
deen granite, says M. Glen Fling in 
Techuical World Magazine. Moreover, 
all the fittings could be made of the 
same substance, and they would out 
live the finest ordinary material that 

was ever constructed. 

Billlard tables, combs, fancy boxes 
and many other things are made from 
galalith, which Is made from milk, 

There is really no limit to the arti- 
cles which can be made from galalith: 


It takes dyes readily, and {ufertor 
grades are colored, The best remain 
white, however, for white galalith 


brings the highest price because of Its 
similarity to Ivory. The first grade of 
galalith {s made up Into knife handles, 
and it brings almost as high a figure 
as would so much ivory. 

Jalalith fs the best substitute for 
ivory ever discovered, for it is smooth 
to the touch, retains Its soft, creamy 
tinting for years, Is not marred by soap 
and water and, unlike celluloid, is 
proof against fire. It does not chip or 
crack like bone and can be cut into the 
most delicate shapes, being tough and 
not easily broken. 


Cave Dwellers. 

Grottoes and caverns are used, more 
or less, as shelters by primitive peo- 
ples, and thus Inhabited caves are of 
course mn@mt frequent in Africa, A con- 
siderable number of natives make their 


homes in caves along the southern

First a tin 
pipe is made of 4 thickness proportion 
ate to Its diameter, proportion not giy 
en, ‘This pipe ts then filled with molten 
lead and rolled or beaten to the ex 
treme thinness required, In this proc 
ess the tin coating spreads simultane 
ously with the spreading of the lead 
core and continuously maintains a 
thin, even coating of tin ou each side 
of the center sheet of lead, even though 
Mt may be reduced to a thickness of

PECULIAR EYES. 


The Organs of Sight of the Spider 
and the Snail. 

The next time you cateh a spider try 
to find the eight shiny little eyes at the 
anterior end, some above and some put 
under the edge of what we may imag 
ine to be its forehead. To examine 
these parts to the best adyantage hold 
the spider In tweezers, or It may be 
better to use a spider killed by being 
dropped Into a bottle of diluted alcohol, 
These eight eyes vary In arrangement 
and in relative size {in various species 
of spiders—in some they may be ar- 
ranged in two rows, in other In three; 
some may be very small and others 
large and prominent, and so on—but 
there they are, rather poor eyes, near- 
sighted, looking in several directions at 
once, and the spider, which can never 
shut any of them, Is sure to see every 
thing that approaches unless it Is 
asleep, In which case the sight is dead 
For some purposes it may be conven 
jent to have eyes that roll up and dis 
appear at the approach of danger. And 
these are exactly what the snail has, 
situated at the end of two leng and 
sensitive palpl, or feelers. When all Is 
quiet their owner extends these organs, 
and you can see at their tips small 
round knobs upon which the eyes are 
placed. But if you touch one of the 
palpi or even jar the snail a little the 
eyes begin to back Into these feelers 
us the tip of a glove finger may 
turned In, and they no longer see any 
danger that may be lurking at hand.

summer at Bscheloke evaded the quar- 
antine and entered the Ammerthal by 
a secret path In order to celebrate an 
annual church festival with his fam 
ily. Two days afterward he was a 
corpse, and In less than three weeks 
the plague had carried off eighty-four 
of the Ammerthalers, 

Despairing of all human succor, the 
terrified survivors addressed them 
selves to God and registered a solemn 
vow that if he heard their prayer and 
removed the scourge they would rep 
resent, every ten years, “for thankful 
remembrance and edifying contempla- 
tlon, and by the help of the Almighty, 
the sufferings of Jesus, the Saviour of 
the world.” 

Not a single person died of the 
plague after the vow was made, though 
many were affected by it. The first 
representation of the Passion play in 
fulfillment of the vow of these simple 
villagers took place at Oberammergau 
in the following year, and It has been 
repeated every ten years without a 
single omission.

The blood was 
placed on hand, ear and foot, separat 
Ing all to God, and the ofl on top of 
the blood speaks of the anointing for

The tabernacle consisted 
rooms—the holy place and the most 
holy—and the outer court.

all into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for*us’ (Heb. ix, 
11, 12), 

Ordinarily the priest as he ministered 
Wore garments of glory and beauty, 
which are fuliy described In Ex, xxviil 
and every part of which Is suggestive 
of something concerning our High 
Priest In His present work for us, “for 
if Ile were on earth Ile should not be 
a priest’ (Heb. vill, 4). On this great 
day of atonement the priest laid aside 
his garments of glory, and, having 
washed his flesh In water, he put on 
only white linen garments till the 
atonement had been made. Tlow sug- 
gestive of the Lord Jesus laying aside 
His ywlory till He had made atonement 
for the sins of the world! But Ile ney- 
er laid righteousness, which is 
represented the fine linen (Rev. 
xix, §). 

It was for the 
Israel, being himself a sinner, to make 
atonement first for himself and his 
house (verse 6), but our iTigh Priest is 
holy, harmless, undetiled, separate from 
sinners and needed not to offer sueri- 
fice for His own sins, for He had nove 
of His own (Heb. vil, 26, 27).

The Incense burning in the holiest, 
the priest could then. go in, which he 
did, first with blood for himself and 
then for the people, and sprinkled it 
upon the merey seat and before the 


mercy seat (verses 14, 15), From above 
the merey seat, between the cherubim, 
God met and communed with His peo 
ple through His servant Be- 
neath the merey seat, in the ark, were 
the two tables of stone with the ‘Ten 
Vommanudments, representing the right- 
eousness of God, which He requives, 
but which we sinners cannot give, for 
we have all broken it, and the soul 
tuat sinneth it shall die.

MUSHROOMS. 


That Are Poisonous 
Carry the “Death Cup.” 

Mushrooms when poisonous are the 
most dangerous plants in existence, as 
there is no antidote for the poisen. 
Without going into the intricacies of 
the edible “meadow” (Agaricus cam- 
pestris), and the “horse’’ mushroom 
(Agaricus arvensis), which are among 
the most wholesome and = valuable

harmless and nutritious varieties, as 
distinguished by thelr dark spores 
from the poisonous kind with white 
spores, one rule of observation will pre- 
serve the health and safety of any one 
collecting wild mushrooms for eating 
Without the use of a single technical 
term, the difference in poisonous and 
nonpolsonous mushrooms {s_ easily 
shown, even to a novice. What bota- 
nists call the “death cup,” the volva 
around the stipe, or, in plainer terms, 
the socket around the stem, is never 
absent from the deadly mushrooms. 
Sometimes it is distinct, well above 
ground, up around the lower part of 
the stem; then again it below 
ground, but not attuched to the stem 
so as to lose the cup shape, and some- 
times it grows upon or is attached to 
the stem, giving it a bulbous, swollen 
base. Severely reject every plant that 
has a bulbous stem or the cup standing 
out around the stem. All edible and 
harmless mushrooms have straight 
stems, the same size from the root to 
the cap.—Georgia Torrey Denman in 
Good Housekeeping.

THE WATER QUESTION. 

A week ago, for the first time since 
the installation of the Woburn Water 
Works in 1873, the gates were hoisted 
and Horn Pond water was turned into 
the pumping wells, It was a matter of 
vital necessity —it was either that step 
or no water. There was only about 3 
feet depth tn the reservoir; the drouth 
was on; the supply wasrapidly decreas. 
ing. 

Water Commissioner Hayward, 
Superintendent Spencer, and Engineer 
Pollard, held a consultation over the 
situation and, after careful consider: 
ation, decided that the only thing to be 
done was toturn in the Horn Pond 
water. This was done. 

Immediately, mischief-makers and 
carping critics of the administration 
set afloat all sorts of groundless reports 
respecting this action; howled about 
contaminating our water supply; and 
laid particular stress on the alleged fact 
that the State Board of Health had 
condemned the steps taken by our 
authorities, and threatened them with 
serious trouble. 

To stop this talk, and satisfy himself 
that the letting on of the water was a 
proper thing to do, of which be had no 
doubt, the Mayor visited the State 
Board of Health in Boaton, and laid 
the whole matter before them. There- 
upon the Board sent their Engineer out 
to examine Horn Pond and existing 
conditions. He did so thoroughly. 

At the close of his careful and intelli- 
gent examination of Horn Pond and its 
surroundings the State Engineer re- 
ported that the water of the Pond was 
right in every particular; that it could, 
by no possibility, have a deleterious 
effect on the supply; its only influence 
would be to raise the temperature of 
the output 6 or 8 degrees; that our 
authorities had done the right thing 
uoder the circumstances; and that he 
approved of the hoisting the gates and 
letting io of the water (o the wells. 

This is the whole story. Seeing the 
danger of « water famine the Mayor 
avd Commissioner took proper steps 
to avert serious results; these steps 
were approved of by the State Board 
of Health and the citizens of Woburn, 
except a few chronic faultfinders, and 
these do not count, anyway.

fieneral Bartleti’s Friends Are 
Making Great Claims of Strength 


DOYLE IN HAZARDOUS PLACE 


There Have Long Been Rumors of 
Bribery In Connection With Pas- 
sage of Various Loan Bills 


During the past week the friends 
and workers who are engineering the 
campaign for the nomination of Gen 
eral Charles W. Bartlett have put in 
some extremely active and effective 
labor, and they say they believe the sit- 
uation today gives them ground — for 
claiming a majority of the delegates to 
the state convention to be held Oct, 5. 

They are especially pleased that the 
convention Is to be held in Springfield 
rather than in Boston, There ts much 
less opportunity, in their opinion, for 
the machine Democrats, who are back 
ing Mr. Whitney, to pack the ball in 
Springfie\gy than there would be if the 
convention were held in Boston, Spring- 
field has always been regarded as an 
ideal convention city, by reason of its 
splendid hotel accommodations and its 
general accessibility. In the old days 
it used to be the custom to hold state 
conventions in Worcester and Sprng- 
field rather than in Boston, Worces- 
ter was considered the heart of the 
commonwealth and more accessible 
than the Hub. Very likely the conven 
tions might have been held in Worces- 
ter to this day, had it not been for its 
great lack of suitable hotels, 

Has Bartlett the Goods? 

The Bartlett men claim that they 
have a great majority of the promi 
nent Democrats outside of Boston with 
them and cite such names as those ot 
Col, John PP. Sweeney of Lawrence, 
Mayor Kane of the same city, former 
Mayor Charles J. Barton of Melrose 
John O'Gara of Brockton, Daniel T 
O'Connell of Boston, and a great many 
others, 

Chalrman Buntin of the ward 
20 Democratic city committee in Bos 
ton declares that General Bartlett will 
be nominated without any great con- 
test when the convention meets in 
Springtield. He declares that the 
Whitney men are making a tremendous 
bloff, and that they have not the goods 
which they claim. 

The men at Whitney headquarters 
claim to be extremely optimistic as te 
the outcome of the caucuses, There ap 
pears to be a thorough conviction with 
them that the state will declare for the 
Brookline man by a very substantial 
margin, although there is some reti 
cence as to giving out figures or mak 
ing absolutely definite claims. Those 
who seem to bave a pretty genera 
knowledge of what is going on within 
the Democratic ranks predict the nomi 
nation of Mr. Whitney by a wide mar 
gin, and there appears to be consider- 
able ground for their cheerfulness and 
optimisin. 

Brown May Be Left 

In the meantime it is becoming ap- 
parent that the Democrats may not in- 
tend to nominate E, Gerry Brown of 
Brockton for lieutenant governor, Mr. 
Brown ‘would like to receive this nomi- 
nation and also to have the nomination 
of the Independence League, in order, 
as he says, that he may be elected this 
fall. He assumes that with both nom!- 
nations he could do better than last 
year, while those who know the situa- 
tion feel very confident that he would 
do very much worse, for more people 
know him now than knew him then. 

But the Democrats do not feel like 
nominating Brown, knowing, as they 
do, that the Independence League, 
whose candidate he really is, proposes 
to put up its own state ticket and to 
fight the old line parties for all the 
league ts worth, This will be a heavy 
blow to Gerry, who has been patting 
himself on the back all summer with 
the assurance that he was going to be 
lieutenant governor next year. Mr. 
Brown is nothing if not an optimist. 


Fitzgerald's Hard Knocks 

The Democratic machine in Bostou 
bas had a number of hard knocks in 
the last few weeks. It Is very evident 
that the finance commission, which is 
inquiring into the condition of the 
finances of the city of Boston in an en 
deavor te correct, as far as possible, the 
bankrupting of the city by the present 
administration, is finding a good many

That commission has already recom- 
mended to the mayor that additional 
employes, selected by Lim and sent to 
the board of aldermen for confirmation, 
be held up for the present, at least. By 
this course it is possible that the tax- 
payers may be relieved of unnecessary 
and burdensome taxation for the bene- 
fit of these particular individuals, 
They also recommend a heayy cut in 
the water loan measure, from $300,000 
to $75,000,

Suspicious Loan Bill Practices 

It has long been suspected by the 
persous conversant with the method of 
dolug things practiced at city hall, 
that In many cases loan bills were 
forced through the eity government by 
the use of improper means, The charge 
has often been made in newspapers 
that various loan bills were passed by 
a system of bribery as open and as 
shameless as was ever practiced any- 
where in the world, The passage of a 
recent loan bill has been under inyestl 
gation by District Attorney John  B. 
Moran of Suffolk county, and as a re 
sult the grand jury has Indicted Su 
pevintendent of Streets James H. Doyle 
and Councilman James A, Hatton, It 
is now up to Mr. Moran to prove to 4 
court and the jury that these two men 
are the culprits who did the trick, 

It is a great deal easier to charge a 
man with bribery than it is to prove It, 
There are usually but two parties to a 
transaction of this sort, the briber and 
the man bribed, and as a general thing, 
helther of these Is willlng to convict 
himself of a crime, There have been 
@ great many charges of bribery made 
under various circumstances which 
have not been proven, even where it 
wos known beyond any reasonable 
question that bribery had been com 
mitted.

YORKSHIRE PIES. 


Here te the Way They Were Made In 
the Olden Days. 

The delicacy of the Yorkshire ples of 
olden days may be judged by the fol 
lowing recipe from an old fashtoned 
cookery beok: “First make a_ good 
standing ef@st, let the wall and bottom 
be very thick; bone a turkey, a goose, 
a fowl, a partridge and a pigeon; sen- 
fon them all very well; take half an 
ounce of mace, half an ounce of nut- 
megs, a quarter of an ounce of cloves 
and half an ounce of black pepper, all 
beat fine together; two large spoonfuls 
of salt, and then mix them together. 
Open the fowls all down the back and 
bone them, first the pigeon, then the 
partridge; cover them; then the fow|, 
then the goose and then the turkey, 
which must be large; season them all 
well first and lay them in the crust so 
that it will look only Iike a whole 
turkey; then have a hare rendy cased 
and wiped with a clean cloth; cut it to 
pieces—that Is, joint It; season it and 
lay it as close as you can on one side; 
on the other side woodcock, more game 
and what sort of wild fowl you can 
get. Season them well and lay them 
close; put at least four pounds of but- 
ter Into the ple, then lay on your lid, 
which must be a very thick one, and 
let it be well baked. It must have a 
very hot oven and will take at least 
four hours.” It is not surprising to 
find that a footnote adds that the 
crust requires a bushel of flour.—Cham- 
bers’ Journal,

Are Metals Alive? 

“Metals have life,” sald a metallur- 
gist firmly—“not much life, but a lit- 
tle.

What the Tariff Tactics of the

HOT FIGHT AGAINST WHITNEY 


Bitterness Between Opposing Forces 
of Democratic Party ts Becoming 


Greater Every Day of the Contest 


The present campaign in Massachu- 
setts is not a national election, and yet 
it looks as if the questions to be dis 
cussed might largely be what are com 
monly called national issues, No mat- 
ter which way the election should turn 
it would have no more effect upon na- 
tional policies than it would have upon 
the ebbing and flowing of the tides of 
the Atlantic. Everybody interested in 
the campaign, and with any knowledge 
of politics, knows that that Is the fact, 
and yet the people are to be appealed to, 
in the time intervening between now 
and November, to cast their ballots for 
the Democratic candidates {in order 
that they may have reciprocity with 
Canada and tariff revision, 

It is perfectly sufe to say that the 
election of Henry M. Whitney to the 
governorship of Massachusetts would 
have no more influence upon the nego 
tiation of a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada or the revision of the tariff at 
the December session of congress that 
it would have upon the tariff program 
of the German empire. 

The program of the Democrats in this 
campaign is very similar to the usual 
Democratic tretics, If they cannot 
have free trade they work for a substi 
tute which would be a step In that di 
rection, The Republican party has 
been committed to reciprocity much 
longer than the Democratic, but its ef 
forts to secure reciprocity with Canada 
which would be to the advantage of 
the United States as well as of the Do 
minion have been fruitless, The Cana 
dians will never negotiate a reciprocity 
treaty whieh will let Into the Dominton 
the manufactured goods of the United 
States, to crush the progress of its own 
manufactures, The reciprocity de 
sired by Canada is one in natural pro 
ducts only, If they could secure such 
a treaty that, it would be to their 
advantage, but of none to the people of 
the United States whole. We 
have not at the present time a sutlicient 
market for our natural products, and 
are compelled to ship an enormous 
quantity of grain, of vegetables, and 
the various other natural products, so 
ealled, to Europe. To the people of the 
United States whole it would be 
no advantage to swap our wheat for 
Dominion wheat, or let in) Canadinn 
Wheat when we have more than enough 
to satisfy all our demands and are 
compelled to send it abroad. 


The Market We Need 

What we need market for our 
manufactured goods, and these Canada 
will not admit exeept upon the pay- 
ment of a very substantial duty. But 
when Canada gets ready make a 
treaty which shall be mutually advan 
tageous, the Republican party will go 
all of half way to meet her, 

Nothing would tickle the Democrats 
so much as to have the Republicans re- 
vise the tariff at the coming session of 
congress, but Republicans bave been 
caught napping in that way 
twice and they will not be caught in 
the same way a second time. ‘The 
Democratic party, two or three years 
prior to 1802, made strenuous cam 
paigus for the revision of the existing 
tariff act on the lines of what that party 
Was pleased to denominate “tarilt re 
form.”

A Silkworm ef the Sea. 

Silk is obtalned from the shellfish 
known as the pinna (mytilldae), which 
fs found In the Mediterranean, This 
shellfish has the power of spinning a 
viscid silk which in Sicily is made into 
a reguiar and very handsome fabric. 
The silk is spun by the shellfish, in 
the first instance, for the purpose of 
attaching itself to the rocks, It Is 
able to guide the delicate filaments to 
the proper place and there glue them 
fast, und if they are cut away It can 
reproduce them. The material when 
gathered (which is done at low tide) 
{is washed In soap and water, dried, 
straightened and carded, one pound 
of the coarse filameut yielding about 
three ounces of fine thread, which 
when spun, {8 of a lovely burnished 
golden brown color,—London Graphic.

BIRD FLIGHT. 


Bome Curious Facts About the Size 
of Wings and Bodies. 

In the attempt to discover some uni 
versal law of bird flight scientists have 
disclosed concerning a number of spe 
cles a most puzzling paradox, perhaps 
the most mysterious of the enigmas 
that the subject presents, It is that in 
a number of birds and insects the size 
of the wings decreases In proportion to 
the Increase in size of the body of the 
fiying creature. The Australian crane, 
for instance, welghs over 300 times 
more than the sparrow, but In propor- 
tion has only one-seventh the wing 
area of the smaller bird. 

This curious fact is equally striking 
if we compare birds with insects. If 
the guat were increased in size until It 
was as large as the Australian crane 
and if the wings of the insect were 
enlarged to maintain the proportion 
they now bear to its body they would 
be about 150 times larger than the 
crane's, 

It requires 3,62 square feet of wing 
Area per pound to float the bank swal- 
low, but to sustain the tawny vulture, 
a monstrous bird In comparison, re- 
quires only .68 of a square foot of 
wing surface per pound of body. The 
albatross, welghing eighteen pounds, 
has a spread of wing of eleven feet 
aix inches, while the trumpeter swan, 
weighing twenty-eight pounds, has a 
spread of wing of only eight feet. The 
stork weighs eight times more than 
the pigeon, but in proportion has only 
half as much wing surface.—Every- 
body's Magazine.

OUR COIN MOTTO. 


*in God We Trust” Suggested by ae 
Maryland Farmer. 

To an honest, God fearing farmer of 
the state of Maryland Is due the mot- 
to, “In God we trust,” which appears 
on thé colnage of the United States, 
In 1861, when Salmon P. Chase was 
secretary of the treasury, he wrote to 
him that as we clainied to be «a Chris- 
tinn people we should make some suita- 


ble recognition of that fact on our 
coinage. 
The letter was referred to James 


Pollock, director of the mint, who dis- 
cussed the matter in his report for 
1862, Congress was apathetic, and 
Chase mentioned it to the lawmakers 
again in 1863: 

“The motto suggested, ‘In God our 
trust,’ is taken from our national 
hymn, ‘The Star Spangled Banner.’ 
The sentiment is familiar to every citl- 
zen of our country, It has thrilled 
millions of American freemen, The 
tine is propitious; ‘tis an hour of na- 
tional peril and danger, an hour when 
man's strength is weakness, when our 
strength and salvation must be of 
God.” ‘ 

As a result a two cent bronze piece 
Was twthorized by congress to be coin 
ed the following year, April 22, 1864, 
and upon this was first stamped the 
motto, “In God we trust.” By an act 
of March 8, 1865, it was extended to 
other coins.— Minneapolis Journal,

RIVER OF SALT WATER, 


Flows Inland In a’ Greek Island and 
Then Disappears. 

One of the most curios phenomena 
of geography is found on the southern 
toast of the island of Cephalonia, near 
Gireece, It is a stream of salt water 
which for an unknown period has left 
the almost tideless sen and flowed in 
land with considerable volume, 

The sea enters the land at four 
points where the coast Is practically on 
a Jevel with the ‘salt water surface, 
The four Initial streams unite to form 
the little river that flows Inland in 4 
broken rocky channel until it) finally 
disappears in the limestone rock and 
sinks into the earth, 

This inland flow has continued al 
most certainly for several centuries. 
It is far too great for removal by evap 
oration, chemical combination or even 
physical absorption by pores or cay 
erns In the rocks. What becomes of 
the water that Is constantly flowing 
inland and disappears finally in’ the 
fissures that have opened in the lime 
stone? 

The question has been the subject ot 
much study, but no conclusive answet 
has been given. It Is probable that 
there is an underground channel which 
carries the water back Into the sea at 
no great depth below the surface. The 
constant influx of salt water at Cepha 
lonia Is duplicated as far as is known 
at no other point of the world.—New 
York Sun. 


SPORTS AND THE SPHERE, 


The Basic Pursuit In Most Games Is 
to Drive a Ball,

problem, Why are most sports but the 
Variants of one object, the propulsion 
of a sphere?

Or {t may be that sports 
fre framed in Inevitable obedience to 
some frresistible law of nature. 

At any rate the fact Is sports are 
based on the propulsion of the sphere, 
and some one ought to find a reason 
therefor.—New York American, 


Wych Hazel, Not Witch Hazel. 
The correct name for Hamamells vir- 


ginica is not witch hazel, but wych 
hazel. Our plant has no connection 
with the magic of the water hunter. 


The blackthorn of England, Prunus 
spinosa, was the wood used in these 
divinations, or whatever these super- 
stitious practices may be termed, Ha- 
zel hud a very wide meaning in the 
olden times, and the elm as well as 
the nut now known as such was hazel, 
One of these elms, now known as Ul- 
mus montana, was the favorite wood 
for making wyches, or provision 
chests, and was therefore known us 
the wych hazel, In the present day It 
{s the wych elm. Our hamamelis re- 
ceived from the early settlers the name 
of wych hazel from the resemblance 
of the leaves to those of the wych ha- 
zel or elm of the old world. Language 
reformers imagining that wyeh should 
be spelled witeh are responsible for the 
confusion. Wych hazel is the correct 
term for our plant.

Circumstances often become 
heavy for us, and we are compelled to 
say, “Tam not able” (xl, 14), but there 
is never anything too hard for Him, 
and Ho always has a way out for His 
own (Jer, xxxil, 17; I Cor, x, 18), 
Joshua's jealousy for the honor of 
Moses (x1, 28, 20) Is somewhat Ilke thet 
of the disciples who forbade a man to 
do miracles, because, as they sald, “He 
followeth not us" (Luke tx, 49, 50), 
Chapter xtf tells of the Jealousy and 
envy of Miriam and Aaron, Moses’ own 
and only sister and brother, and of 
Miriam's leprosy and healing, The 
Lord's revelation of Himself on behalf 
of His servant Moses makes us think 
of Isa, xli, 12, 13; Hy, 17, where there 
is strong consolation for all who are 
spoken against. Bee also Matt, vy, 10, 
12, 

In the lesson of today concerning the 
sending forth of the sples and their 
report and the results It seems strange 
that Moses should send men to see 
whether the land was good or bad and 
whether the people were strong or 
weak, few or many (verses 17-20), when 
Fod had said that He would drive out 
their enemies and bring them unto a 
land flowing with milk and honey (Ex. 
xxxfil, 1-3). The word of the Lord 
should have been sufficient for faith 
to rest upon and go forward, but where 
was their faith, and where 1s ours 
when there 1s nelther sight nor feeling 
nor anything but just the word of 
the Lord with everything seemingly 
against ft. Consider our Lord's word 
to the ruler whose Httle girl had just 
died and also to Martha and Mary 
when Lazarus was dead and buried, 
“Be not afraid, only believe,” “Said I 
not unto thee that If thou wouldst be- 
Neve thou shouldst see’ (Mark v, 36; 
John xf, 40), and see how faith must 
rest upon the simple word of God in 
spite of all circumstances, 

Chapter xill, 1, 2, with xxxil, 8, looks 
at first sight as if the sending of the 
sples was of the Lord and Moses, but 
the key to the situation Is in Deut, 1, 
29 where we hear Moses saying, “Ye 
came near unto me, every one of you, 
and said, We will send men before us, 
and they shall search us out the land 
and bring us word again by what way 
we must go up.” It Is therefore clear 
that the thought of spies came from 
the unbeleving people, Moses indorsed 
{t, and the Lord sanctioned {it in the 


too 


same way that He gave to Balaam 
permission to go because he insisted 


upon going and granted a king to Is- 
rael because they would have one. He 
often permits His headstrong, unbe- 
Heving people to have their own way, 
when they insist upon ft, that they 
may learn by bitter experience how 
much better His way would haye been. 

Well, they went, and after forty days 
they return, bringing with them a sam- 
ple of the fruit of the land and a ma- 


jority and minority report. All acy 
knowledged that it was as the Lord 
had said, “a land flowing with milk 


and honey” (verse 27), but ten had 
been so Impressed with the sight of the 
walled citles and the glants and thelr 
own Itnsignifieance that they insisted 
that Israel was not able to go up and 
tuke the land. Only two, Caleb and 
Joshua of the tribes of Judah and 
Ephraim, insisted that they should go 
up, for, the Lord being with them, they 
had nothing to fear and were well able 
to take the land (verse 80 and xiv, 6-9). 

The decision of the Lord was that 
the nation should wander in the wil- 
derness forty years, a year for each 
day that they had spent searching out 
the land, till all that generation had 
fallen in the wilderness, and that of 
the 603,550 men of Israel (1, 46, 47) out- 
side the tribe of Levi none but Caleb 
and Joshua should ever enter the 
promised land (xfy, 26-38), The good 
land was only eleven days’ journey 
from Horeb, so for forty years from 
the time they left Egypt they were 
always within eleven or twelve days’ 
journey of rest and peace and never 
entered It. Read carefully the Holy 
Spirit's commentary in Heb, {il and ly. 

In xiv, 19-21, see the first assurance 
that the earth shall be filled with the 
glory of the Lord and note that it will 
be In connection with the forgiveness of 
Israel as a netion, Compare Isa, xxvil, 6. 
®ome cannot see this plin of God, but 
all might if they weretteachable. Dr 
Saphir bas sugyésted that In the two 
men bearing the baneh of grapes (one 
cluster) upon a staff We see the oneness 
of Scripture and its precious promises, 
which the Old Testament writers bear 
to us, but did not see clearly, while the 
New Testament writers see and bear 
also (the nan In front and the man be- 
hind the grapes).

HM te Sounded at Half Hour Intervale 

Day and Night. 
ship's bell Is the mariner’s 
The nauticnl day begins and 
ends at noon, when eight bells ts 
struck, The bell is struck half hourly, 
day and night, one stroke being added 
for each half hour until eight Is 
reached, when the count begins at one 
bell, 

In the United States navy the ship's 
bell hangs usually under the fore- 
castle, just forward of the fore 
mast. The captain's orderly keeps the 
time and reports to the officer of the 
dock the hour in terms of “bells.” 
The officer of the deck then bids the 
Messenger of the watch strike the 
bell, There Is somewhat more formal- 
ity at eight bells than at other times, 
for then the hour Is reported to the 
captain and the bell not struck until 
he has said, “Make it so.” Here is 
the routine on board a man-of-war at 
8 o'clock in the invrning: The orcerly 
first says to the officer of the deck, 
“Elght bells, sir’ The officer of the 
deck replies, “Report to the captain 
elght bells and chronometers wound.” 
The orderly then goes to the captain 
and says, “Bight bells and the chro- 
nometers wound, str.’ The captain re- 
piles, “Very well; make ft so.” The 
orderly goes to the officer of the deck 
and says, “Make It so, sir.’ The offi- 
cer of the deck says to the messenger 
of the wateh, “Strike elght bells,” and 
if everybody has been prompt the 
messenger strikes elght bells at exact- 
ly 8 a. m.

There 
is a mirthful legend to the effect that 
he carelessly threw It into the air and 
that it never came down again. At 
any rate, the key could not be found, 
and the Austrian government offered 
a prize of 500 ducats to any one who 
could make a key that would turn the 
bolt in the lock cithout breaking It.

The Indians have a treatise called the 
“Surya Sidhanta,” which professes to 
be a revelation from heaven communi- 
cated to Meya, a man of great sanctity, 
about 4,000,000 years ago. This book 
contains a rational system of trigonom- 
etry which differs entirely from the 
first known in Greece and Arabia. In 
fact, It is founded on a geometrical 
theorem which was not known to the 
geometricians of Europe before the 
time of Victa, about 200 years ago.

The Poisonous Black Sea. 

The Black sea, which in some parts 
has a depth of more than 6,500 feet, is 
by  sulphureted hydrogen 
the water is deeper than 
1,200 feet. This accounts for the curl 
ous fact that there is ne organie life 
below that depth, excepting perhaps 
some bacteria of very low order, im- 
pregnated with sulphur. The causes 
for this phenomenon are explained 
by the quick outflow of the fresh wa- 
ter through the Bosporus, while salt 
water coming from the Mediterranean 
enters through a deeper current into 
the depths of the Black sea, The wa- 
ters on the surface are, therefore, con- 
trolled absolutely by horizontal cur- 
rents of considerable force, and verti- 
eal currents which might carry the 
noxious gases from the bottom to the 
surface and fresh oxygen from the 
surface to the bottom are hardly ever 
noticeable, The water at great depths 
is so saturated with sulphuric gas by 
the disintegration of organie matter 
sinking to the bottom by reason of its 
welght that no fish or other living be 
Ing which needs oxygen for its organic 
system can exist beyond a stated 
depth.

The fourteenth chapter ends with the 
record of some who Insisted on going 
up to take the land when they found 
that their unbelief was to cost them 
forty years in the wilderness, so they 
went In their presumption and were 
slain. 

The fifteenth chapter also tells of the 
presumptnous sin of one who dared to 
break the Sabbath by gathering sticks, 
and it is plainly stated that disobed!- 
ence is presumption and despising the 
word of the Lord (xy, 30, 81). This 
last sin led to the fringes In the bor 
ders of thelr garments with a ribbon 
of blue, that they might look upon it 
and be holy unto the Lord who had 
brought them out of Egypt (xv, 37-41). 

Chapter xvi is full of the rebellion 
of Korah and his companions agalnust 
Moses, their punishment, the sympathy 
of the people with the guilty and the 
plague from the Lord that took away 
so many thousands of them, Chapter 
xvil Is God's miraculous testimony to 
His choice of Aaron by causing his rod 
to bud and blossom and bear almonds 
in one night, while the other eleven 
rods remained only dry sticks, Chapter 
xvill establishes the pre-eminence of 
the tribe of Levi, their special separa 
tion unto the Lord and that the Lord 
Himself was specially their portion 
(verse 20), Chapter xix ts the remark- 
ably typleal story of the red heifer or 
the provision for cleansing by the way. 
Compare Heb. tx, 138; 1 John 4, 7. 
Chapter xx begins with the death of 
Mirlam and ends with the death of 
Aaron and contains the record of 
Moses’ sin, which cut him off from lead- 
ing Israel into the promised land. He 
belleved not God, gave way to self and 
smote the rock instead of speaking to It. 

In today’s lesson we have first 1 sig- 
nal victory of Israel over their ene 
mies and then another outbreak agatnst 
God, followed by a chastening and de 
liverance. That God should ever hear 
or do anything for such a rebellious 
people is written for our encourage- 
ment and that we may adopt Jere- 
miah’s plea, “O Lord, though our in- 
iquities testify against us, do Thou it 
for Thy name's sake” (Jer. xiv, 7). He 
will specially bless all whole hearted- 
ness against sin or for Him, and this 
seems to be the special point In the 
first three verses of our lesson. In II 
Cor. vi, 14, to vil, 1, there Is a good 
comment upon it, and another good 
promise in connection with {It in II 
Chron, xvi, 0. As in the days of Israel, 
so in our days, He is seeking those 
who are willing to be wholly set apart 
for Himself, who will cheerfully be 
His portion and let Him be peculiarly 
their portion (Ex, xix, 4-6; Ps.

Bathless Rural England. 

Actual facts upset many a scientific 
theory. Theoretically, nine-tenthe of 
the rural population ought not to at- 
tain maturity; as in fnet, they are 
the longest lived community in the em- 
pire. We ought to vary our diet, and, 
if not sworn vegetarians, take #80 
much meat to so much vegetables and 
the rest. But the countryman does 
not take menat—or hardly ever. He 
cannot afford It. His wages are high 
er than his father’s were, but then, 
meat Is proportionately costiler than 
was formerly the case. He Is for the 
most part a vegetable feeder. lie 
should frequently bathe, but he does 
not bathe at all. “How its It, then, 
that these men live so long and so 
rarely experience Illness?’ one of the 
kind was asked the other day. “Well, 
you see, sir,” was the answer, “we 
don't need no baths. In the summer 
we sweats so at our work that that 
serves for all the year round!" Ru 
ral England does not bathe. Colllery 
England and chimney sweeping Eug- 
land do.--St. James’ Gazette. 

Chicken, Creole Style. 

Doesn't this suggestion in the Ladies’ 
World for chicken, creole style, sound 
good? 

Wash one-half pint of rice In cold 
water until no more of the flour dis- 
colors the water; then place the rice in 
a quart of boiling chicken or veal stock 
and cook until it is tender; season with 
salt and white pepper. Drain out the 
rice and pack it into a buttered ring 
mold; then invert on a hot dish and let 
the ring slip out. In the meantime 
have cooked chicken cut Into small 
pleces and reheated in a tomato puree, 
seasoned with browned onion, to which 
add one green pepper cut into small 
pieces after the seeds are remoged. 
Season with pepper if liked quite hot, 
salt and butter and fill the center of 
the rice ring. lor a company meal the 
green pepper can be omitted, and two 
canned red Spanish peppers can be put 
through the mincer and after heating 
disposed on top of the chicken when it 
is placed in the ring. A sprig of pars- 
ley should decorate the side of the dish. 

Medical Treatment at Night. 

Medical treatment almost . wholly 
confined to the daytime Is thought by 
Dr, Lauder, a French physician, to be 
a serious mistake. Disease is most 
active at night—asthma, epilepsy and 
other attacks coming then almost en- 
tirely—and observations have shown 
that medicine adiministered in the 
night hours, or both night and day, 
acts better and with greater effect 
than an equal dose all given in the 
daytime. It is explained that in the 
nocturnal fasting state the body ab 
sorbs remedies with greater energy, 
while they are eliminated less quickly. 
In many instances disease has resist- 
ed medication by day, but has ylelded 
to night treatment.

You Might Think Gold Certificates 
Are, but They Are Not. 

“Gold certificates, silver certificates 
and national bank notes are not legal 
tender, but both classes of certificates 
are receivable for all public dues, while 
national bank notes are receivable for 
all public dues except on imports and 
may be paid out by the government for 
all salaries and other debts and de- 
mands owing by the United States to 
Individuals, corporations and associa- 
tions within the United States,” says 
the treasury department. 

“Gold coin is legal tender at Its nom- 
inal face value for all debts. 

“Standard or silver dollars are legal 
tender at their nominal or face value 
for all debts, public and private, ex- 
cept where otherwise expressly stipu- 
lated In the contract. 

“Subsidiary silver is legal tender for 
amounts not exceeding $10 in any one 
payment. 

“Treasury notes of the act of July 14, 
1800, are legal tender for all debts, pub- 
He and private, except where otherwise 
expressly stipulated in the contract. 

“United States notes (also called 
greenbacks) are legal tender for all 
debts, public and private, except du- 
tles on imports and interest on the pub- 
lic debt. 

“The minor coins of nickel and cop- 
per are legal tender to the extent of 25 
cents.”—Bulls and Bears,

EGIDU OF NINEVEH. 


The Most Ancient Banking House of 
Which We Have Reoord. 
There was a kind of public record 
office attached to the palace and tem- 
ple at Nineveh, In which it was cus- 
tomary to deposit important legal and 
other documents, such as contracts 
and agreements for the purchase and 
sale of property, marriage settlements, 
wills, etc. Among these there were 
discovered official statements as to the 
history and transactions of the eml- 
nent banking house of Egidu at Nine 
veh. Assyrian chronology proves that 
these refer to a date about 2,300 years 
before the Christian era, when Abra 
ham dwelt at Ur of the Chaldees, as is 
stated In Genesis. We may therefore 
claim for this firm the reputation of 
being the oldest bank In the world at 
least of which we have any record or 
are likely to have. The accounts are 
yery voluminous and cover the trans- 
actions of five generations of the house 
from father to son. The firm grew rap 
{dly in importance during this period, 
during which they attained great 
wealth, for they succeeded in securing 
from the king the appointment of col- 
lectors of taxes, a position which in 
the east always leads to fortune.

It was In the eleventh month of the 
fortieth yenr after they left Egypt 
(1-3) that Moses rehearsed to Israel 
all the Lord's dealings with them 
and urged them to whole hearted 
obedience that the Lord might bless 
them to the full and so magnify Him- 
self In them before all nations that 
they, too, might learn to know Him 
and be blessed by Him. All through 
their history they were continually re 
minded that God had never dealt so 
With any nation (Deut, tv, 7, 8; IL Sam. 
vil, 28, 24; I's. exivil, 20; Isa, Ixill, 11 
14), but It was to so reveal Himself in 
and through them that others might 
be blessed The word to Abram tn 
Gen, xil, 2, stands all through their 
story and ours, “I will bless thee, * * * 
and thou shalt be a blessing,” 

Anything like a selfish or self cen 
tered life Is wholly contrary to God's 
plan. “He died for all that they who 
live should not henceforth live unto 
themselves, but unto’ Him who died for 
them and rose again” (IT Cor, v, 15). 
Then there is this great fact so often 
overlooked—God always does for us 
before He asks us to do aught for 
Him, No commands were given to 
Israel until He brought them out of 
Egypt; then all commands were based 
upon that (Ex, xx, 2; Deut. vy, 6; Ps. 
Ixxx!, 10). God justifies us freely by 
His grace, assures us of ‘no condemna- 
tion In Christ’ and then asks that we 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit, fulfilling the righteousness of 
the law (Rom, ill, 24; vill, 1, 4). 

Notice in connection with today’s les 
son the difference between the uncon- 
ditional covenant with Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, In which God assured them 
of things He would do for His own 
name's sake, and the covenant at Ho- 
reb, which depended upon their faith- 
fulness (Deut. v, 1-3). In redemption 
God does all for Jesus’ sake by reason 
of His great sacrifice (Eph. 1, 6, 7; I 
John fl, 12) and then asks for our 
obedience (Rom. xii, 1, 2; Eph, tv, 1) 
that He may reveal Himself yet more 
fully to us. 

God brought Israel out of Egypt that 
He might bring them Into the promised 
land, and it was in the land that He 
expected from them this obedience 
(vi, 1, 2, 21-25), assuring them that thus 
their days would be “as the days of 
heaven upon the earth” (Deut. x1, 18- 
21), the only place where IT have found 
this expression. I suppose that the 
saying “Heaven to go to heaven In” is 
founded upon this. If we may learn 
something of the nature of heaven 
from the angels, it is “doing His com- 
mandments, hearkening unto the voice 
of His word” (Ps, clll, 20). Hear, ob- 
serve, do seem to be the three prom- 
{nent words (vy, 32; vi, 3, 25), remind- 
ing of Isa. ly, 8, “Hear, and your soul 
shall live,” and verse 2, “Hearken dill 
gently unto me, and eat ye that which 
{s good, and let your soul delight It- 


self in fatness.” Compare John y, 24. 
Our blessed Lord summed up the 
whole law as “loving God with all 


our heart and soul and mind and our 
neighbor as ourselves” (Matt. xxii, 37- 
40; Luke x, 26-28), and the Spirit 
through Paul says that “love is the 
fulfi'ing of the law” (Rom. xill, 9, 10), 
but we must remember that “we love 
because He first loved us” (I John 
fy, 19). 

In verses 6-8 of our lesson we learn 
that His words must first be in our 
hearts, for only as they are there will 
we use them as these verses teach us. 
We are to “let the word of Christ 
dwell in ous richly’ (Col, Uf, 16), hide 
{t in our hearts (Ps. exix, 11; Ezek. fil, 
10), recelve it with all meekness, hold 
{t fast and hold it forth (Jas, 1, 21; 
Tit. 1, 9; Phil, ti, 16), that God may be 
glorified in us, for, like Israel, we are 
a holy people unto the Lord our God, 
a specinl people unto Himself above 
all people (Deut. vil, 6; Tit. li, 14, R. V.; 
I Pet. 11, 5; 9). 

As in the case of Israel, the good 
land tute which the Lord brought them 
was one they had no clatm to but by 
His grace, Cities they builded not, full 
houses which they filled not; wells 
they digged not, vineyards and olive 
yards they planted not (verses 10, 11), 
so all the fullness of God which 1s ours 
{n Christ (Col. 1, 19; Hf, 0, 10) Is ours 
wholly and only because of His great 
sacrifice. We are a good deal like the 
ten sples, acknowledging the truth 
of it all, yet refusing to enter tn, and 
the little we seem to enjoy we are un 
grateful for, like nine of the ten lepers 
who were healed, 

“Beware, lest thou forget the Lord” 
(verse 12) 18 an appropriate word for 
us always, for the majority of present 
day bellevers as well as Israel of long 
ago too often give occasion to have It 
kald of them, “They forget His works 
and His wonders that He had showed 
them” (Ps. Ixxvill, 11). If ever trou 
bled by fears or people we need to 
hear, “Who art thou that thou shouldst 
be afrald of a man * * * and forget- 
test the Lord thy Maker?” (Isa, Ii, 12, 

The Lord, having brought Israel from 
the bondage of Exypt, loved with ever 
lasting and unchangeable love (Jer.

Mr. Briggs’ hat was too large for 
him, so I put the paper in to make It 
fit.” 

When the lining was turned down a 
scrap of paper which had adhered to 
the leather was discovered. Muller 
had a bigger head than Mr. Briggs and 
had therefore resolved to take the pas 
per out. He left that little bit, how- 
ever, sufficient to establish the identity 
of the hat beyond all question as that 
Mr. Briggs was wearlng when he Was 
murdered. ’

ART OF THE ETRUSCANS. 


Mysterious People Who Left Traces of 
a Remarkable Civilization. 

Why did the Etruseans devote their 
whole lives to the incessant making of 
pottery until It accumulated in such 
quantities that they were compelled 
to bury it in order to keep room for 
themselves in their streets and houses? 

Then, again, there is the mystery of 
the Etruscan inscriptions. ‘These in- 
scriptions are fairly numerous, bu. 
hitherto they have proved to be utter- 
ly undecipherable. The Etruscan 1s 
the only dead language that has defied 
investigation. Considered as a lan- 
guage, nothing could seem more im- 
probable than the hleroglyphics of the 
Egyptians, but Egyptologists can read 
them with such ease that almost any 
given series of hieroglyphics can be 
read in three or four ways by an equal 
number of rival Egyptologists. Any 
language more utterly impossible at 
first glince than the Assyrian arrow- 
headed language could not well be 
imagined, but there are many learned 
men who can read, write and speak ar- 
rowhead with facility. And yet no man 
can mike the least sense of the writ- 
ings left by the Etruscans, although 
they are written in Roman characters. 

All that we know of the Etruscans 
seems unreasonable and preposterous. 
Naturally this makes them fascinating 
to every one who delights In mystery 
and the solution of puzzles,—Putnam's 
Magazine. 


The Paper Told the Tale. 

A certuin Greek adventurer some 
years ago underteok to palm off upon 
the public some false copies of the 
gospel manuscripts. Many learned men 
were decelved, but not Dr. Coxe, libra- 
rian of the Bodleian library at Oxford, 
How he detected the fraud was related 
in his own words in the Spectator: 

I never really opened the book, but 
I held it in my hand and took one paze 
of it between my finger and thumb 
while I listened to the rascal’s account 
of how he found this most interesting 
antiquity, At the end of three or four 
minutes I handed it back to him with 
the short comment, ‘Nineteenth cen- 
tury paper, my dear sir,” and he took 
{t away in a hurry and did not come 
again. Yes, I was pleased, but I have 
handled several ancient manuscripts 
in my time, and I know the feel of old 
paper.

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THE STREET HEARING. 


Some weeks ago, in response to an 
order adopted by the City Council ask- 
ing for information respecting the 
status of the proposed Woburn Federal 
building, the Postoffice Department at 
Washington dispatched a special ex- 
aminer, who came, investigated the 
several suggested sites for it, aud on 
his report the Blake property on Abbot 
street was accepted, on condition that 
the owvers should comply with the 
requirements of the Department re- 
apecting street, etc. This was satisfac- 
torily arranged by Mrs, Blake, and her 
residential property was agreed on as 
the site for the building. 

One of the conditions was that 
Abbot street from Pleasant street 
should be widened to 40 feet; another, 
that a 40 foot street be built from the 
easterly edge of the Blake lot to Wino 
streot; and each be accepted by the 
city. (For furthur particulars see 
petition, ) 

In pursuance of the arrangements 
Mrs. Harriet C. Blake, the owner, 
caused «a petition to be circulated 
addressed to the City Council asking 
for official approval of the plans and 
acceptance of the streets when built. 
The petition was signed by more than 
100 people, principally by business 
men, and duly presented to the Council 
on the evening of Sept. 9, instant. 

A public hearing on this petition was 
ordered to be held on Thursday eveu 
ing, Sept. 26. 

It is now up to the City Council to 
determine whether Woburo shall have 
a Federal building, or not. Mrs. 
Blake and the Department have come 
to terms, but no further progress can 
be made, and the scheme must be 
abandoned, if the Council refuse to 
graut the prayer of the petitioners rela: 
tive to the widening and construction 
of the highways conditioned for by the 
Postoffice Department. It ix not at all 
likely that they will vote to give the 
signers ‘leave to withdraw.” The 
Federal building will be a fine thing 
for the city, and we can have it if the 
Council say the word. Mrs. Blake is 
ready to go on the moment the Council 
act favorably on her petition; but an 
adverse decision will block the whole 
project, and there will be no Govern- 
ment Postoffice building in Woburn for 
40 years to come.

FIGHT IS EXTREMELY WARM 


Finance Commission Opening Up Big 
Stealing In City Hall Investigation--

Rottemness In Bosten City Hall 
Slowly Being Uncovered 


STARTLING DISCLOZURES 


Whitney and Qu ncy Invade Dominion 
of Canada--Gerry Brown Is on the 


Anxious Seat 


The sensational disclosures brought 
put by the finance commision which is 
Investigating the department affairs of 
ihe city of Boston have astonished a 
good many people, although those on 
the Inside as to political matters lave 
lowm known that there was a state of 
absolute rottenness existing at Boston 
city ball 

Those who have watched the course 
of events at the ball for a good many 
years and have seen the grafting right 
and left, have been astounded at the 
bpenness with which this kind of busl- 
ness was being conducted under the 
present administration, although they 
have doubted if the finance commission 
would be able to uncover much of It. It 
has been generally understood by those 
couversant with proceedings at city hall 
the past two years that under no previ- 
ous administration had there ever been 
such wholesale plundering of the city 
as during the present term of office. 

When Fitzgerald was elected mayor 
he gave his solemn pledge publicly, on 
inany occasions, that he would protect 
the city and safeguard her interests In 
every quarter and under all circum- 
stances, During his campaign for nom- 
{nation and election, he reiterated over 
and over again, his unswerving purpose 
to conduct the affairs of the city ona 
business basis, and save the taxpayers 
In every possible way. He pledged him- 
self to be a credit, not only to the city, 
but to his supporters and friends. 
From his attitude and utterances, one 
who did not know him might have been 
led to believe Lim indeed a statesman 
rather than a politician. Those who 
knew him simply grinned and - said: 
“Oh, that is Fitz's bluff; the same old 
gag be has worked from time imme- 
morial, and with which he has fooled 
the people first, last and all the time.” 


Boston's Dire Need Now 

The finunce commission evidently 
has arrived at the conclusion that the 
only thing against which the city needs 
to be protected is Fitzgerald himself. 
Every department so far investigated 
by the finance commission has been 
proven guilty of grafting, and the end 
is not yet. In the coal purchases made 
for the city, experts figure that more 
than 30 percent of all the money paid 
out was graft. Who got it? Did it all 
go into the pocket of the coal dealer, 
or did some of it reach persons higher 
up than the purchasing agent? ‘These 
are questions which interest the tax 
payers of Boston. 

And yet these are the methods which 
the Democratic party would like to in- 
stall at the state house by the election 
of a Democratic state administration 
to replace the present Republican re- 
gime. Fitzgerald himself is even cred- 
ited with having a high ambition to run 
for governor later on, when the city 
of Boston, with its constantly increas- 
Ing Democratic majorities, shall be 
sufficiently Democratic to overcome the 
Republican pluralities in the outside 
cities and towns of the state. 

Those who look forward to the time 
when city hall methods will be ram- 
pant at the state house do so with many 
forebodings for the future of the com- 
monwealth. 

In connection with the coal scandal, 
uncovered by the finance commission, 
the sudden resignation of Michael J. 
Mitchell as superintendent of supplies 
{s extremely significant. Mr. Mitchell 
purchased the coal at the instance of 
the mayor, as he testified, and could 
not tell whether the kind of coal con- 
tracted for was delivered or not. He 
made no effort to see that the quality 
of coal purchased was furnished to the 
various city departments, trusting all 
this entirely to the concern furnishing 
the coal. 


Whitney and Quincy Go to Canada 

The Democratic gubernatorial cam- 
paign is progressing. Recently Mr. 
Henry M. Whitney and former Mayor 
Josiah Quincy were heard at a gather- 
ing in Toronto, Can., on the subject of 
reciprocity. 

These eminent gentlemen had eyl- 
dently constituted themselves a high 
commision to push along a treaty be 
tween the United States and Canada, 
thus to forstall the president and his 
advisers. Asa high commission, there 
fore, they went to Toronto and came 
back happy. Mr. Whitney announced 
that he was delighted at the success of 
his mission. 

All this is rather mystifying to the 
ordinary mind. There had been a gen- 
eral superstition that treaties of 
reciprocity were negotiated by com 
missioners appointed by the president, 
and that they made a proper report to 
the appointing power before publish- 
ing to the outside world the results of 
their deliberations with the Canadian 
commissioners, It would certainly 
have been kind in Mr, Whitney and Mr. 
Quiney to have consulted with the 
president before negotiating any trea 
tiles, and to have notified him of their 
action after the work had been done, 

Meanwhile, General Bartlett believes

AN EXTINCT ANIMAL. 


The Saber Toothed Tiger Was a For- 
midable Creature. 

The most remarkable of all the ex- 
tinct feline animals are those known 
to naturalista as the saber toothed 
eats or tigers, a group comprising the 
greater part of all the fossil forms. 
They date back to the earliest times of 
which we know anything about the 
family in North America and reach 
down to the time of man himself, A 
large and powerful species described 
from the Indian Territory by Cope 
lived contemporaneously with the 
hairy mammoth, as evidenced by the 
commingling of their skeletons. ‘There 
can be litthe or no question but that 
the hairy mammoth was contempora 
neous with man in North America 
ne well as in Burope. Its geological 
range is from the close of the eocene 
to the latter part of the pleistocene, 

The chief peculiarity of the animal 
is the extraordinary elongated canine 
teeth, The tail is of unusual length 
and the legs are short. The animal 
measures about seven feet in length 
aside from the tail The lower jaws 
have a downward projection in front, 
due to a flangelike widening of the 
jJawbones, which doubtless served as a 
protection to the teeth, preventing their 
injury or loss. In some of the larger 
forins from South America this flange 
was not present, while the canine 
teeth were even more elongated than 
is the case with this species, attaining 


a length of over six inches and pro- 
truding far below the jaws when 
closed, 


A FAMOUS ROAD. 


India's Tree Bordered Highway 1,200 
Miles In Length. 


The road T have In my mind Is in 
India and stretches 1,200 miles from 
Lahore to Calcutta, It is the famous 


Grand Trunk road. Let me explain its 
nature, though one cannot do so by 
compurison, for there is no road of five 
miles in England that is anything like 
It. It is level. Indeed, there is not 
above a mile the whole distance where 
even a lady need dismount to walk. 
The matertal with whieh it Is made Js 
called kunker, and if you care to turn 
that word into concrete you have an 
idea of what it is like.

Nearly the whole of the 
way is lined with a double row of ma- 
Jestic trees,

during the hottest time of the year, in 
April and May, and was never serious- 
ly inconventeneced by the heat, for ata 
pace of fifteen miles an hour one could 
create a draft.—Chambers’ Journal,

28, we read how Moses besought the 
Lord to let him go over Jordan and 
see the good land, but the answer was, 
“Let it sutlice thee; speak no more 
unto Me of this matter; * * * thou shalt 
not go over this Jordan, but charge 
Joshua and encourage him and strength 
en him, for he shall go over before this 
people, andghe shall cause them to in- 
herit the lad which thou shalt see.” 

In John xiv, 21, 28, see how He says 
that He wN specially manifest Him 
self to and make His abode in those 
who keep Ilis commandments. He Is 
always looking for such that He may 
show IHlimself strong on their behalf 
(IL Chron, xvi, 9), but there are many 
Who sce much that they never set foot 
on either because they are unbeliey- 
{ng, like the ten spies, or some special 
sin Js hindering, Many truly saved 
peopie are very far from possessing 
their possessions (Obad.

20, and xxxiil, 88), but no one was with 
Moses except God and the angels. 
How far any of the people or rulers

BALANCE IN THE AIR. 


The Necessity For Equilibrium In Bird | 
Flight. 

It ts likely that the bird's superb 
ease and grace ig the air are due to its 
ability to maintkin absolute balance. 
If a gull makes tye mistake of bend- 
ing until the wind strikes Its head | 
and wings on the top it will tumble} 
instantly. And the sailing birds, 
though they make no flapping motion 
of their wings, are constantly balane 
ing themselves, like a man on a tight! 
rope, Some scientists have maintained 
that the air sacs make it possible for 
the bird to manage minute 
that are very valuable in restoring 
equilibrium, It is known that the | 
wing is joined to the body of the bird 
by what is called a universal joint, 
enabling the creature to make almost 
every possible motion, The body of a 
man ts heavier than water, but If he 
gets into a position of perfect balance 
he will float, In some such way, it is 
claimed, the bird floats in the air. But 
as the bird would fall much more rap 
idly in the alr than a man’s body 
would sink In water the necessity for 
a far more subtle ability to keep the 
center of gravity on the part of the 
bird is apparent; hence, according to 
this theory, the bird Is provided for 
this purpose with the most sensitive 
equipment, made up of nerves and 
mysterious air ducts, many of the wing 
feathers perhaps acting as sentinels, 
warning instantly of the slightest ap 
proach of shifting currents.—Every

Wire Thieves. 


Thefts of copper wire, which supplies 
electric current to this section, have 
become 80 numerous that the Edison 
liluminating Company have decided to 
take stringent measures againat the 
offenders. In the hope of securing evi- 
dence the Company is offering a reward 
of $150.00 for information which will 
lead to their arrest and conviction. Mr. 
W. H. Atkins General Superintendent 
of the Edison Iiluminating Co, says: 

“This matter of wire thefts is a seri- 
ous one and the Edison Iluminating 
Company have decided to atop it. With- 
in the last year 60,C00 feet has been 
stolen in the suburbs of Boston. The 
thieves work without regard to the 
consequences and do not care how seri- 
ous the results might be, 

‘Supposing a big fire were to break 
out in some locality just at the time the 
thieves had cut the wire. There would 
be no light In the street or in the 
houses. In the street it might result in 
the fire apparatus colliding with trees, 
or poles, and the houses would be left 
in absolute darkness, at a time when 
light wonld be essential to the inmates; 
worse still, supposing the thieves were 
to cut electric wire which furnishes 
light to some hospital or private resi- 
dence where a surgeon was performing 
a difficult and dangerous operation, 
where a moment's time or the slightest 
slip of a knife means life or death. How 
horrible it would be to have the light 
go out at that instant. 

“Little do the thieves care for the 
danger and inconvenience which could 
and do result from these wire thefts, 
therefore, the Company, following out 
its usual policy in the care of its 
customers, have determined to put a 
stop to these thefts and the possibility 
of these occurrences, as far as lies 
within their power, 

We propose to leave no atone unturned 
to stop the work of these miscreants, 
and in this connection we are offering a 
reward of $150.00 for information that 
will lead to the arrest and conviction ot 
them. In return for assistance in behalf 
of our customers, we would be pleased
